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THE THIRD LEAVENWORTH CLASS, IN 1917. 
To Tue Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

One of the most striking injustices in the Reorganiza- 
tion act is found in that section which will allow all men 
who have had service in the Federalized National Guard 
from April 6, 1917, on, to receive Regular Army credit 
for such service, thereby throwing these officers from the 
standpoint of length of service ahead of the third Leav- 
enworth class. Consider the facts in the case. These 
provisional examinations were open for everyone within 
the age limits and all that was necessary was to apply to 
The Adjutant General for permission to take the exam- 
ination. This class, of which I am a member, took their 
examinations for the Regular Army on Jan. 29, 1917, 
long before the United States had even contemplated 
war with Germany. We had all decided upon the Regu- 
lar Army as our life’s work. The first and second 
Leavenworth classes received word of the result of their 
examinations six weeks to two months after they were 
written. We were assured that we would likewise re- 
ceive word as to the result. April 10, 1917, came and 
still we had not heard from our examinations. We 
passed up an opportunity to go to the first training 
camps because we were waiting to hear from our exams. 
and it was our intention to get into the Regular Army, 
and we rightly believed then that the only way was by 
the course we had pursued. 

The West Point class was graduated about this time 
and of course were ranked ahead of us, to which we had 
no serious objections, as they had been working for three 
years and a half for their commissions. Not until June 
22 did we hear from our examinations, and then we 
were ranked from June 3, 4 and 5, 1917. Now Con- 
gress, after the war is all over, passes a bill placing all 
officers on one list and dating service from April 6, 1917. 
Was it any fault of our class that we were not in the 
Service from April 6, 1917, to June 3, 4 or 5, as the 
case might be? And yet because we weren’t we are to 
be set back and ranked by all men who saw service from 
April 6 on. This will mean the loss of several hundreds 
of files to this class and the fairness of it cannot at 
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least be seen by the writer. It is just this disregard of 
the feelings of the junior officers which has been the 
cause of so many resignations among them. In nearly 
three thousand resignations, figures will bear me out that, 
over ninety .per cent. have been among the officers of 
junior grade, particularly the first lieutenants. All we 
ask is the facts fairly placed and an unbiased considera- 


tion of them.

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THE U.S.M.A. CLASS OF ’21. 


To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I wish to call to attention the situation of the Class 
of 1921, U.S.M.A., which graduated Nov. 1, 1918. This 
class took their examinations to enter the academy be- 
fore the war began, and entered June 14, 1917. Due to 
the pressing needs for officer material in 1918 these ca- 
dets, who had just begun their yearling year of studies, 
were commissioned second lieutenants. Eleven days 
after the graduation the war ended and the class was 
shortly ordered back to West Point to take a post-gradu- 
ate course. This course lasted about eight months, and 
into it were crowded the high spots of two years’ work. 

Although all the members of this class have graduated 
from courses at the various Service schools, they will be 
forced to undergo a serious handicap in their future 
service, due to the fact that two years of their educa- 
tion was cut off by the fortunes of war. As a concrete 
illustration, consider the fact that this class received 
practically no instruction in foreign languages. This 
unavoidable omission can be overcome only by tremen- 
dous individual effort, as in this period of reorganiza- 
tion every minute of an officer’s time is taken up with 
routine duties and officers’ schools. In the various offi- 
cers’ schools, conducted within the regiments, nothing is 
taken up except strictly military subjects, which re- 
quire a great deal of time and study. It is, therefore, 
almost impossible for an officer to pursue any system- 
atic line of studies which he may map out for himself. 
All of the officers of ’21, as well as all West Point grad- 
uates, intend to make the Service their lifetime pro- 
fession. The members of this class ask no special fa- 
vors merely because they entered West Point with the 
promise of a four--year course. They merely ask that 
some provision be made in any schools they may attend 
in the future for the completion of their liberal arts 
education. "21. 
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APPROPRIATIONS AND MILITARY TRAINING. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
History is said to repeat itself. Our military de- 
partment has been going after appropriations to get 
national preparedness during peace since the beginning, 
and has been getting turned down. To get‘a money 
credit it is necessary that you have something to sell 
which the party controlling the money will buy. Now 
if you rely on getting a buyer by telling him what a good 
thing it would be for you for him to come in, you are apt 


to go short on sales. 

Consciously or unconsciously the people of the United 
States believe that war is a national affair and that it 
concerns all the people. It is not a thing delegated to 
the Regular Army, or the National Guard, or the mili- 
tary schools. They view them as possible teachers and 
instructors of military art and science. They see them 
as not nearly as useful or necessary as the civilian school 
teachers. It would be expecting too much of human 
nature for the military to readily accept this rating and 
mission, although the strictly education and traini.g 
mission of the professional soldier is high enough for 
any one. 

Military conditions have changed in almost all civilized 
countries and military methods must sooner or later 
adapt themselves. The present situation has two inter- 
esting phases: (1) The Regular Army is presenting and 
holding to its type by incorporating within its body civil 
instructional courses; (2) and extending by means of its 
officials military instruction in colleges and high schools. 
No. 1 is not of much importance because it is adding a 
whole lot of courses to just the military course. No. 2 
is the big thing, because it is just adding the military 
science and tactics course to all the other courses taught 
in the United States. By allowing any private soldier 
the pay and allowances due him he will be financed to 
take a full course at almost any college or university in 
the United States. 

Suppose an average civilian grasps this: It costs as 
much to keep a private soldier four years in the U.S.A. 
as it does to keep him at a college giving a four-year 
military science and tactics course. Here comes up the 
point, will he get better military training in the Army or 
at the college? ‘This will depend almost altogether on 
the teaching ability of the military instructor. The most 
needed thing in the way of military teachers is that 
every high school having military training should have 
at least one military instruetor who could present the 
military course as one requiring as much mental ability 
as any other high school course. Likewise at every col- 
lege or university there should be at least one military 
officer who could teaeh the military science and tactics 
course as on a mental requirement level with any of 
the college or university courses. Just a few years ago 
college men hardly.connected the idea of mentality with 
military training 

That is all there is *to the big idea. You can tie the 
idea of having military training onto high school, col- 
lege and universities, but until you develop it as a 
mental equal to the other and accompanying courses it 
will be a poor relation and be ultimately treated as 
such. When you make it a mental equal you not only 
“sell” it, but you dix it so that a man has not only to 


take it as a present but, he -has to work to know it. It 
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the sense of intricate; it is meant that the course should 


be made plain and that the pupil should simply be able 
to explain why those things which composed the course 


were plain. 
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THE STANDARD OF NAVAL STRENGTH. 
To THE EpiTorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In these flabby, uncertain days when we read so 
much of naval disarmament, naval holidays, and naval 
competition between the United States and Great Britain, 
we can all read with benefit the following paragraphs 
from Colonel Vestal’s “Maintenance of Peace” : 

No nation with a large army fears aggression from a nation 
with a superior navy and an inferior army. Japan, for in- 
stance, with her large army, is indifferent about the aggressions 
of America with her large fleet and small army. But the 
United States could not feel such indifference if the Japanese 
fleet were larger than her own. A superior fleet combined with 
@ superior army is an instrument of aggression. When the 
strongest power on land attempts to gain naval superiority, its 
naval armaments foster distrust, foment suspicion, fan the fires 
of hatred, and become a defiance and a menace. 

For a country with a small army, a navy superior to that of 
its most dangerous possible adversary is an instrument of 
defense. The United States has never felt it necessary to build 
ships against the British Empire because that empire has main- 
tained a small army in time of international peace proportioned 
only to the requirements of domestic peace within the empire. 
Nor has Great Britain taken into consideration the strength 
of the American Navy in determining her two-power standard 
. . « for a similar reason. There is no naval rivalry be- 
tween nations having small armies. 

England has been allowed to have the command of 
the sea without serious protest from the world at large, 
Colonel Vestal observes elsewhere in his book, because 
the weaker nations have feared to allow such command 
to fall into the hands of a great continental military 
state which, like ancient Rome, if it had command of 
the sea would be at one and the same time the strongest 
on land and the-strongest on the sea. Only once—in 
her contest with Holland—has England’s supremacy at 
sea been challenged by a state which was not, at the 
time, the strongest military power in Europe. If Eng- 
land should develop a great army in time of peace, based 
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on universal military service, the United States should 
and would, very properly, maintain a fleet superior to 
that of England. However much England might protest 
that her aims were pacific and that her army was in- 
tended for defensive purposes, foreign nations would 
view it with alarm, and would reflect that, by the aid of 
her navy, she could land an overwhelming armed force 
in any country that has a seacoast. 

The paragraphs quoted above point out very clearly 
the standard by which American naval strength should 
be measured. Let us not lend ourselves to the idea that 
we should attempt to maintain a large fleet against 
any country whose army is too small.to be a menace to 


our peace and safety.

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PROMOTION LIST ADJUSTMENT. 
To THE EpiToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It seems to be the present policy to find fault with 
the Reorganization act relative to the promotion list, 
ete. In this connection I wish to cite examples which 
will cover the cases of a number of emergency officers 
who have been given permanent appointment in the Reg- 
ular Army. 

A, who is a previous enlisted man, attended the first 
R.O.T.C.; graduated Aug. 15, 1917, with rank as cap- 
tain and was ordered to active duty. During the war 
he was promoted by selection to rank of major, which 
rank he held until October, 1920;. took examination for 
permanent appointment in Regular Army July, 1920; 
was given an appointment November, 1920, as captain, 
Keguiar Army; is thirty-three years old. 

B was appointed provisional second lieutenant during 
July, 1917; served under the command of A during the 
war and attained temporary rank of captain. He is 
now a permanent. first lieutenant; twenty-eight years 
old; had no previous service. 

C graduated from the Plattsburg camp; attended the 
first K.O.T.C. as a student officer; graduated with rank 
of first lieutenant, but accepted appointment as a pro- 
visional second lieutenant. He is now a permanent first 
lieutenant; age twenty-eight; is slightly junior to B. 

D graduated from the first R.O.T.C. with rank of 
first lieutenant; attained rank of captain (emergency) 
by selection during the war. He took examination for 
permanent appointment July, 1920, and was appointed 
a permanent captain, Regular Army; is_ thirty-nine 
years old. 

Under the present system of promotion, when all reach 
the rank of captain, B and C will rank both A and D 
and will be promoted major prior to either A or D, ow- 
ing to length of commissioned service, regardless of the 
fact that both B and C have had less experience, did 
not attain as high rank during the war and are junior 
in age to both A and D. A and D have had the same 
commissioned service; their permanent appointments 
bear the same date, Juiy 1, 1920. A has had more ex- 
perience and attained a higher rank during the war 
than D. On the other hand, D is senior in age to A, 
and for that reason will appear first on the promotion 
list. A, B, C and D were all subject to promotion by 
selection during the war. 

The situations cited above actually exist and no doubt 
there are numerous similar situations throughout the 
Army. Is not there some way to adjust such cases so 
that each can be given credit for that to which he is en- 
titled? A suggested solution is to group all officers who 
entered the Service (either Regular or Mmergency) since 
April 6, 1917, and place them on a single promotion list 
as follows: 

Rank attained during the war; where that is the 
same, give preference to age and length of commissioned 
service since April 6, 1917. 

. When rank attained, age and service since April 
6, 1917, are the same, give credit for preference to pre- 
vious service as follows: Commissioned service, Regu- 
lar Army, National Guard, Reserve Corps; enlisted ser- 
vice, Regular Army, National Guard, Reserve Corps; 
period of attendance in a military school. 

3. Any cases which cannot be adjusted by the above 
method to be grouped alphabetically at the bottom of 
the list in the grade in which they now hold a commis- 
sion. ADJUSTER. 
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INDIAN SERVICE AND PENSIONS. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Something was said in a recent issue of the JOURNAL 
about the Indian War Pension bill which became a law 
March 4, 1917. The unfairness of that measure can be 
well illustrated by citing my own case: 

I enlisted in Co. K, 8th U.S. Inf., in December, 1876. 
Participated in the Yellowstone Expedition of 1872, the 
purpose of which was to guard surveyors of the North- 
ern Pacific railroad from the Missouri river to the 
mouth of the Powder river. The Sioux Indians harried 
this expedition from start to finish, We marched about 
800 miles. A battalion of nty regiment went over the 
same trail in 1873. On both expeditions men were 
killed in action. In the winter of 1874 my company 
was with the Sioux expedition and marched from Fort 
D. A. Russell to Spotted Tail’s Agency on the White 
river—190 miles over crusted snow. 

I served two years and a half in Arizona, and on 
June 9, 1876, in a fight with hostile white Mountain 
Apaches I shot and killed their chief, Pitone—known to 
the Mexicans as Diablo. The officer commanding the 
troops in that engagement stated in a report of the 
fight: “The killing of the chief thus early in the fight 
undoubtedly took the heart out of the mutiny and saved 
the garrison.” This statement was made by Lieut. Col. 
William Baird, now a resident of Washington, D.C. 
He was in 1876 a second lieutenant in the 6th Cavalry. 
This engagement was fought at Camp Apache, a four- 
company post. The agency Indians mutinied and sud- 
denly jumped the post. One troop of Cavalry was scout- 
ing down on the Sonora line, leaving one troop of ‘Cav- 
alry and two companies of Infantry in garrison, about 
200 men. 

The Keating bill pensioned civilians who were out 
only a few days, militiamen who took part in only one 
campaign; rangers and “Galvanized Yankees.” Myself 
and many other old Regulars were, on application, re- 
jected for the reason that we did not participate in the 
campaigns enumerated in the bill. Can anyone tell me 
why the Regulars who fought the Sioux ‘in 1876 should 
be pensioned and the Regulars who fought the same In- 
dians in 1872-3-6 be rejected? Why should the soldiers 
who served against the Apaches in 1873 be beneciaries 
of the law of March 4, 1917, and the soldiers who 
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fought the same Indians in 1876 be rejected? I do not 
ask why civilians who fought the Indians a few days or, 
at most, a few weeks,.in defense of their ranches and 
familes, should be pensioned. Nobody knows! 

A member of the House of Representatives, Mr. Os- 
borne, introduced an amendment during the last session 
which, if passed, would include the survivors of some 
of the most severe Indian campaigns of the “bloody 
70s.’ The Indian War Pension law, signed by the Presi- 
dent on March 4, 1917, is one of the most unjust meas- 
ures ever enacted by the Congress of the United States.

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THE OLD POST N.C. STAFF OFFICERS. 


To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

May I, in the interest of the old post non-commis- 
sioned staff officers, enlist the aid of your valuable col- 
umns in behalf of the old post quartermaster, commis- 
sary and ordnance sergeants, who served so meritori- 
ously from the time of the reorganization of the Regu- 
lar Army in the early seventies to the organization of 
the Quartermaster Corps, but were retired prior to the 
consolidation and organization of this corps which gave 
them new rating? 

The old n.c. staff officers were appointed from all 
the grades from sergeant to sergeant major after rigid 
examination, and they performed their duties in the 
most efficient manner. This was especially true of tbe 
old post quartermaster sergeants, who rendered expert 
and most valuable assistance to their superior officers. 
These men were charged with making the property and 
money accounts, as well as the duties of receiving and 
issuing supplies and looked after all Government prop- 
erty. The old post q.m. sergeant used to be the busiest 
man at the post, with longer hours of important duties 
and greater responsibilities than any other enlisted man 
in the Service. The position of post n.c. staff officer 
was given only to old and tried non-commissioned offi- 
cers for efficiency and faithful service. ats 

In view of this it would appear that a grave injustice 
was done them when they were not graded master ser- 
geants instead of the lower grade of quartermaster ser- 
geant, thus reducing them from the first to the second 
place. In all justice, these men, though they had not 
the opportunity to compete for the position of master 
sergeant, which after all carried only the duties which 
they performed with credit and efficiency, should be 





rated as such. At this time, when regrading of the en- 
listed men of the Army is being done, it would appear to 
be a splendid opportunity for doing justice to these old 
retired non-commissioned officers.

From a temporary Signal Corps camp in Texas a cor- 
respondent sends the following “musings of an old sol- 
dier as he eats his Christmas dinner,” which he adds 
“may cheer up some poor soul by contrast’: “Menu: 
Fried hunks of fresh pork, scrambled eggs, sans potatoes ; 
bread, blackberry jam with cream, café au lait. Christ- 
mas Day! Sixty miles from a railway. Dust, Mexicans 
and mesquite. I’m getting old and gray, too—before my 
time. Eighteen months to retirement. Staff sergeant 
in 1908, master sergeant in 1915. To get the latter I 
got up at 4 a.m. to study and .paid out my own good 
money for night school courses, while the sergeant major 
was having a good time; yet the Congress has just re- 
duced my pay and raised his. Retired pay down, living 
up. Five years and a half in hospital and in the field— 
camps, cantonments, Mexico and France. Thirty-eight 
months an officer—always with combat divisions, of 
course. Because I gave the best that was in me (I admit 
it wasn’t much but the widow’s mite) to organizing and 
going through the war with one battalion and seeing it go 
home; nursing another through the winter and seeing it 
go home; and bringing the third back from the Army of 
Occupation ; spent six and a half months of the first year 
back in hospital and might well have been there much of 
the rest of the time. Unable to take examination on ac- 
count of physical condition, so discharged in September ; 
re-enlisted and requested any northern or western sta- 
tion in these broad United States on account of poor 
health of myself and family. Sent to the southermost 
portion thereof (except some points in Florida) and to 
the hardest work—work that I had never done—a new 
trick for the old dog. Christmas: Family in the West— 
they can’t come here. My child will be six on Wednes- 
day and we have had one Christmas together—just one— 
his first. I’ve had good times in the Army and liked.it 
on the whole; but has it paid? I ean’t help but won- 
der if I haven’t bartered my birthright of a home, vote 
and freedom of speech for a mess of pottage—retirement. 
However, we know lots of folks worse off and are still 
‘Pro Patria Vigilans.’ ”

Army's Real Estate to be Listed. 


Although a few hearings had been held before a sub- 
committee of the House Commitee on Military Affairs 
in regard to War Department real estate holdings, it was 
decided on Jan. 22 that a more systematic presentation 
and consideration ‘of the facts would have to be adopted 
in order to enable the committee to answer quickly and 
intelligently any specific question that might be asked by 
members on the floor of the House when these matters 
are presented. Accordingly, each branch of the War 
Department is asked to prepare a list of the real 
estate, forts, garrisons, camps, posts and stations in 
which it is particularly interested, giving data as to 
where located, whether or not property could be dis- 
pensed with, personnel required for its upkeep, the 
number of troops stationed within its limits, and any 


other information which will enable the committee to 
get a general idea of the purpose and need of each mili- 
tary station. 


Warrant Officers’. Insignia Approved. 


The collar and cap insignia to be worn by Army war- 
rant officers has been approved by the War Department. 
The design shows an American. eagle, in the position 
known in heraldry as “rising,” which is to typify the 
rising of the enlisted man to the rank of warrant officer. 
The eagle stands on three arrows-and-is encircled by a 
laurel wreath. Under the direction of the Commission 
on Fine Arts a plaster model is to be made from which 
dies will be struck. These dies, as is customary, will 
be purchasable from the U.S. Mint, but it will probably 
be two to three months before the dies are ready. 


Polo Representation Extended. 


The War Department has directed each corps area 
and department commander to appoint an officer of his 
command to act as corps.area or department polo rep- 
resentative, in addition to. his other duties, specifying 
that this officer should be \selected on his knowledge of 
and interest in the game, his availability for the duty, 
and that he should, where practicable, be an active 
player. He. will communicate through commanding gen- 
erals directly with The Adjutant General. With the 
growing interest in polo in the Army: it: was, apparent 
that extension of representation to corps areas and de- 
partment headquarters would be necessary. - Each post, 
camp and station where the game is decor now has a 
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polo representative who is authorized to communicate 
through his commanding officer directly with The Adju- 
tant General on all matters pertinent to polo activities 
at his station. 


Control of Development Specialists. 


Development specialists from the Education and Recre- 
ation School at Camp Grant, Ill, will be available, the 
War Department directs, for temporary duty at camps, 
posts and stations, on requests forwarded through corps 
area commanders, who will make application to the com- 
mandant of the Camp Grant school for the service of a 
specialist. Following such duty, the recommendations 
of the specialist will be approved or disapproved by en- 
dorsement by corps area commanders. Specialists are to 
endeavor to perform their duties to the full satisfaction 
of the local commander whose wishes they will consult 
and respect, and they will enter into a spirit of helpful 
co-operation with all officers with whom they--are called 
upon to collaborate. The specialist, however, will not be 
under orders of commanding officers, but will ‘perform 
their duties under. instructions received from’ the com- 
mandant of the Camp. Grant school. ; 


Army Educational Deniit nities: 


Lieut. Col. Charles ©. Pierce, Q.M. Corps,- U.S:A.,-in 
an article on “The Soldier’s Opportunity,” ; in Q.M. 
Jorps Recruiting Notes for December, 1920, com- 


pares the lack of opportunity for education in ‘the Army 
thirty-eight years ago with the opportunities- of to-day 
and says, in part,: “As an old-time chaplain I have had 
something to do with men in the ranks who gave me 
their confidence and together we have dreamed and 
planned and studied with a view to. fitting them for a 
larger place of influence... Sometimes: they were with- 
out the hope which fires ambition and I. was without 
the means to govern time or opportunity for them. I 
could only try to inspire them and lend them the courage 
of kindly counsel. They won their. commissions under 
stringent tests, and it warms the cockles of. my heart 
whenever I read of the exploits of these laddies of the 
old days who have since been the lights of the world 
in this military generation. As I contrast the old days 
with the present it seems as if the millennium had 
dawned for the men in the ranks to-day. I was at 
Camp Grant a few months ago and saw the vast theater 
filled with our new Army educators, while the year’s 
work was being outlined by General Haan and his en- 
thusiastic assistants., It was almost unbelievable that 
so vast and varied an opportunity was being opened to 
every American soldier. And yet here was the proof 
before my eyes. Even the chaplains were going to 
school, studying horses as well as homiletics, and learn- 
ing about every phase of Army activity.” 
Enlisted Course at Coast Artillery School. 

The entrance examinations for the September, 1921, 
courses in the Enlisted Men’s Division of the Coast Ar- 
tillery School at Fort Monroe, Va., will be held at all 
Coast Artillery stations beginning May 2, 1921. Any 
soldier ‘in the Coast Artillery Corps is eligible to take 
the examination for any one of the six courses, provid- 
ing his written application for examination reaches his 
coast defense or regimental commander on or before 
April 15, 1921. The artillery, clerical, engineering and 
radio courses qualify enlisted men for appointment as 
staff sergeants, Coast Art. Corps, while the deck and 
marine ‘engineering courses qualify enlisted men for ap- 
pointment as warrant officers, Army Mine Planter Ser- 
vice. The secretary of the Coast Artillery School will 
send to each person making application for it a copy of 
a ‘booklet describing the various courses and giving the 
scope of the entrance examinations. 


Q.M.C. School for Salvage Work. 

At the instance. of the ‘Salvage ‘Brarich of the Quar- 
termaster Corps there is being established at one large 
camp in each of the corps areas a’ school for’ training 
enlisted men in salvage* work, particularly in the repair 
of shoes and clothing.. The plan contemplates that each 
station in the respective corps areas’ will’ furnish at 
least two enlisted men desiring this course of instruc- 
tion for assignment to the school, and upon completion 
of -the course the men will be returned to their proper 
stations and be equipped to-man-and operate the sal- 
vage utilities. It is anticipated by these means to elim- 
inate eventually the employment of civilians in salvage 
work: and to organize a strictly military organization, 
thereafter -using civilians: simply for instfuction’ pur- 
poses.-.-The Salvage Branch of the Quartermaster Corps 
is developing a portable laundry -unit-for use at stations 
having a garrison of 100 to 200 men. This unit will be 
constructed'so as to permit of its use at any place or 
under any conditions. It is primarily intended for posts 
in Alaska and similar isolated stations. 


Balloon and Airplane Hangars Under Way. 


Certain material improvements are to be. made on the 
balloon hangar at Langley Field, Va., including a trolley 
railroad and apparatus for securing the balloon and the 
building of an office floor- above the storage room, the 
total cost amounting to $35,786. Award of contract 
has been made to W. F. Martens, of Rochester, N.Y. 
The erection of a number of airplane hangars is contem- 
plated, as well as general improvement of the flying 
fields, among which are hangars at Fort Sheridan, Ill. ; 
Richmond Aviation General Supply Depot and at Fort 
Funston,.Calif. A steel hatigar, 110 by 140 feet, is also 
to be built.at Kelly Field, Texas, for the storage of Cap- 
roni airplanes. Contracts have not yet been made, how- 
ever, for the building of any of the airplane hangars. 


Badge for Finance Department. 


The Secretary of War has approved the design for a 
badge for the Finance Department. The badge is de- 
scribed thus: On an olive wreath proper a cornucopia 
with a quill pen in saltire, with a sword in pale argent; 
over all the insignia of the Finance Department. 


Many Applicants for F.A. Reserves. 

It is reported that many applications are being re- 
ceived from former officers for commissions in the Field 
Artillery Reserve Corps. This arm of the Service has 
already enrolled nearly 8,000 former officers of the Field 
Artillery and under the new reorganization law it is ex- 
pected they will be assigned to recognized units of the 
organized Reserves, where their experience and training 
will be utilized to the greatest extent possible. 

Carrier Pigeons for the Philippines. 

The Bureau of Insular Affairs has secured authority 
in co-operation with the Signal Corps, to have twelve 
pairs of carrier pigeons sent to the Philippine Islands to 
be used for breeding purposes and to provide pigeons for 
the U.S. Army Air Service in the Philippines Depart- 
ment. It is contemplated that an enlisted man will soon 
be detailed to the Pacific coast where he will be trained 
in handling pigeons. Twelve pairs of birds will be 
selected later and taken to the Philippine Islands under 
his direct supervision. 
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CONFIRM THE PROMOTIONS. 

The 3,285 officers of the Regular Army nominated for 
promotion who will revert to their fermer ranks should 
the Senate. fail to confirm their nominations are very 
much disturbed as to where they will rank when again 
nominated for promotion after March 4, It seems to be 
the opinion that they will still rank from July 1, 1920; 
but the matter is so doubtful that there is every reason 
for urging the Senate to confirm all Regular Army offi- 
cers who are in no way affected by the confirmation or 
non-confirmation of the appointments of general officers. 
This doubt applies to all those Regular officers whose 
promotion dates from July 1, 1920, and to some whose 
dates of promotion are later than July 1. 

The first vacancy created by the appointment of a 
general officer occurred July 16, 1920, the date of ac- 
ceptance of the appointment. All officers of the Regu- 
lar Army whose promotion dates from a day prior to 
July 16, 1920, therefore, can very well be confirmed 
without having any effect upon or reference to the con- 
firmation of the brigadier generals appointed. Failure 
to confirm these promotions would shatter the morale of 
the: Regular officers and create a condition of affairs far 
worse than the heart-burnings resulting from the demo- 
tions from temporary renk following the close of hostili-

As to the 
Regular officers nominated for promotion reverting to 
tl former grades, irman Wadswerth was of the 
opinion that in case 1on-confirmation all officers in 
the grades of colonel and™ below would return to their 
former rank. He was certain that the appointees con- 


firmed would not create blocks in the grades of major 
and captain which might result in leaving no place tv 
fit in officers demoted by failure of confirmation of pro- 
motion. In the view of Senator Wadsworth it would be 
only a matter of a few wecks until an identical list of 
promotions could be prepared for presentation by the 
next President and this list would be confirmed. He 
admitted that in the meantime these officers would be 
ranked by officers formerly their junior, but believed 
that this incongruity would right itself at confirmation. 
The non-confirmation of the appointments to brigadier 
general would result in demotion of twenty-one officers 
to the grade of colonel and one to the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel, and non-confirmation of the brigadier gen- 
erals, said the Senator, might result in a block which 
would force some of the general officer appointees out 
of the Army. : 

A possibility of assurance to the officers not con- 
firmed in their-promotions and automatically forced out 
of the Army is to be found in two sections of the Army 
Reorganization act of June 4, 1920. In Sec. 24a pro- 
vision is made that “any former officer of the Regular 
Army . . . who may hereafter be appointed to the 
active list in the manner provided by law shall be placed 
on the promotion list in accordance with his total. active 
commissioned service.” And Sec. 24c provides that “for- 
mer officers of the Regular Army . . .- may be re- 
appointed to the active list, if found competent for ac- 
tive duty, and shall be commissioned in the grade deter- 
mined by the places assigned to them on the promotion 
list under the provisions of Sec. 24a.” 

The Senate Committee on Naval’ Affairs conferred with 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps during the week 
concerning the effect of confirmation ‘and non-confirma- 
tion of appointments and promotions, None of the mem- 
bers of the committee indicated what the bable out- 
come would be, except to reiterate that the committee 
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believed confirmation should cover both »pointments 
and promotions, or neither. It is understood that it was 
made clear to the committee that a considerable number 
of lieutenant commanders if demoted would be blocked 
by lieutenant appointees, should the former be not con- 
firmed in their grade and the latter confirmed. This 
feature, it was said, influenced the members of the com- 
mittee in the view that either all Navy nominations 
should be confirmed or none of them, for then there 
would be no danger of overflow on reversion to former 
rank by the lieutenant commanders now temporary in 
that grade. It appears to be established that the nomi- 
nations for chiefs of bureau, the commandant of the 
Marine Corps, and the three brigadier generals appointed

CAVALRY TABLES OF ORGANIZATION. 

Peace strength Cavalry tables of organization have 
been approved by the War Department. Under the ar- 
rangement decided upon a regiment will consist of two 
squadrons of three troops each, headquarters troop and 
a service truop with three officers and ninety-six enlisted 
men to eaclitroop. Headquarters troop will have three 
officers and eighty-six enlisted men, and the service troop 
is to have four officers and 114 enlisted men. Regimental! 
leadquarters will. rave five officers and squadron head- 
quarters four officers, one major and three lieutenants, 
with twenty-one enlisted men. A machine gun squadron 
has three machine gun troops and squadron headquarters 
detachmentfl Each troop has 101 enlisted men, and a 
squadron detachment thirty-three enlisted men. Each 
troop has four officers and a squadron headquarters de- 
tachment three officers. A brigade consists of two regi- 
ments, one machine gun squadron and one brigade head- 
quarters troop. The brigade headquarters consists of 
cight officers including the general and his two aids. 
3rigade headquarters trdop consists of one officer and 
seventy-eight enlisted men. A division consists of two 
Cavalry brigades, division headquarters troop of three 
officers and seventy-nine enlisted men, a battalion of 
harse Artillery,-battalion of mounted Engineers, a com- 
pany of mounted Signal Corps, ambulance company, vet- 
erinary field unit, und a field train consisting of two 
wagon and two pack trains. The division headquarters 
consists of the division commander and his aids, General 
Staff officers of the division, and administrative officers, 
such as the judge advocate and adjutants. The miscel- 
laneous detachment includes the clerks, etc. It is now 
planned to have two division organizations. In addition 
to this there are nine Cavalry training center squadrons 
organized in the same manner as the combat squadron, 
with the exception that one of the troops has a platoon 
of machine guns instead of the platoon of machine rifles. 
A combat troop has three rifle platoons and one machine 
rifle platoon. There are seventeen Cavalry training cen- 
six machine gun squadrons, nine Cavalry training cen- 
ter squadrons and. three separate machine gun troops. 
It is stated that this number of organizations is en- 
tirely inadequate to meet the needs of the country, and 
would be especially so in case of an emergency on the 
Mexican border. In 1916 it was found necessary to 
increase the Cavalry to twenty-five regiments on ac- 
count of the Mexican disturbance, on a basis of some 
1,400 men per_regiment, but since that time it has been 
decreased to seventeen depleted regiments. 
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ArMY STRENGTH AND ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 

When Secretary of War Baker was before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs on Dec. 10, 1920, to make 
a statement regarding recruiting the Army beyond the 
number provided for in the appropriations, Chairman 
Kahn said: “During thé debate in the House [he was 
referring to the debate over the Army Appropriation act 
of June 5, 1920] the evident intent of Congress was to 
have a force of 175,000 enlisted men. I think the de- 
bates will show that was the intent of Congress.

If the House bill carries pro- 
vision for only 100,000 enlisted men it is predicted that 
the figure will not:stand upon the final passage of the 
bill, but will carry from 10, to 20,000 additional men,

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FeaR OVERSLAUGH By Navy APPOINTMENTS, 

That there is a fear among temporary lieutenants and 
lieutenants in the Navy, approximately 600 of them, 
that they may be overslaughed by the warrant officers 
appointed permanent lieutenants, is appreciable by the 
inquiries recéived from many of these officers relative to 
the status of the matter. The question is still held in 
abeyance pending an opinion by the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy. The Secretary of the Nayy, upon 
representations from several of the warrant appointees, 
expressed the opinion that these appointees should rank 
from June 4, 1920, the date the Naval Appropriation 
act was passed, and not from Aug. 3, 1920, the date 
when Mr. Daniels approved the appointments of warrant 
officers, as stated in our issue of Jan. 1, page 509. See. 
3 of the act states: “That officers so appointed to the 
line of the Navy shall take rank in accordance with 
their precedence while holding temporary rank”; mem- 
bers of the Naval Reserve Force found qualified for a 
given rank to be arranged according to their precedence 
—— themselves and commissioned next after the low- 
est temporary officer who qualifies for the same rank 
and is appointed. It has been held by the Bureau of 
Navigation that it was clearly the intent of Congress 
that the warrant officers qualifying for transfer should 
take rank below the graduates of the U.S. Navai Acad- 
emy who are now and were, prior to the act of June 4, 
1920, senior to the warrant officers holding temporary 
commissions. This, however, is. not the view of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, whose proposal that the warrant 
appointees shall rank from June 4, 1920, would give 
them precedence in rank over about 600 temporary lieu- 
tenants who receive permanent commission. In view 
of the provision of Sec. 3 above quoted it is not thought 
likely that the Judge Advocate General will hold that 
this is permissible. If he should do so, however, fur- 
ther. legislation would not serve to correct any interpreta- 
tion the Secretary of the Navy might desire to impose, 
for the appointive power is executive and the President 
is the final authority. It is believed by well-informed 
officers on duty in the Navy Department that eventually 
it will be decided that the date from which the warrant 
officer appointees will take rank will be the date upon 
which appointments are approved, ‘Aug, 3, 1920; and 
that such action would effectuaMy secure to the tem- 
porary lieutenants and lieutenants their precedence on 
the promotion list over the warrant appointees who are 
commissioned. 
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THE Navy OFrFricers WHo RESIGNED. 

Two former officers ef the Navy who resigned, ex- 
Comdr. Roger Williams and ex-Lieut. Comdr. K. H. 
Donavin, in a joint communication comment further on 
a letter in our issue of Jan. 15, signed “Navy,” which 
was critical of former officers who desired to re-enter 
the Service. They write, in part: “It seems to us that 
the writer displayed a most uncomplimentary attitude 
toward those officers who were once his Navy shipmates. 
The ex-officers with whom we have come in contact en- 
tertain a very different attitude toward the Navy than 
is expressed in the article, as all of us feel a deep 
loyalty for the Service of which we were once a part 
and the men who we hope are still our friends. Though 
personally not among those who wish to return to the 
Navy, still we should like to feel that our friends in the 
Service at least would not resent our return to the fold. 
And we seriously object to being classified cither as offi- 
cers who had resigned because of disliking the Navy or 
as Officers who resigned for the sake of a few dollars 
increase in pay. If your correspondent will read the 
testimony of prominent: naval officers, given to a Con- 
gressiona!l committee at the time of the recent increased 

’ agitation, he will find that one of the principal argu- 
for increase was the large number of resignations. 
Thus those who remained, particularly the younger offi- 
cers, owe some slight debt of gratitude to those who left, 
it is not becoming to indulge in ungenereus out- 

because some of the resigned have been unfortu- 
nate and desire to return to the Service.” 
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Creyrons Not “Scrappep” by Army. 

a recent statement Representative Anthony, chair- 
nan of the sub-committee on appropriations in charge 
f Army estimates, denounced the extravagance of the 
War Department for what he said was the “scrapping of 
$10,000,000 worth of chevrons because the War Depart- 
ment kad approved of new chevrons for non-commissioned 
officers and privates of the Army.” He inferred that the 
order of Aug. 5, 1920, demanded the issue of the new 
chevrons therein approved. The fact is that no chev- 
rons of the new type have been issued, and that the sen- 
tence in the order stating that “the old type of cheyrons 
now on hand will be issued and worn while serviceable” 
has been strictly enforced. A month after this order 
was issued the attention of the Quartermaster General 
was directed to the language of this sentence and its 
intent, by The Adjutant General, and it was reiterated 
more specifically. In addition a cable message was sent 
to the commanding general of the American Forces in 
Germany disapproving the issue of the new type of chev- 
rons and attention was called to the language of the 
order quoted above. Mr.* Anthony’s inference is ap- 
parently without foundation, for not a single new chey- 
ron, except samples, has been ordered, consequently the 
denunciation of the War Department's extravagance was 
unealled for and untimely. There are on hand 24,000,000 
of these cheyrons, of which about 300, are unservice- 
able, and that supply will last the Army for some years 
to come. :

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SECRBTARY BAKER ANSWERS CLASS B SUITS 


Secretary of War Baker, who was ordered to show 
cause why writs of mandamus should not be issued re- 
storing Col. John W. French, Inf., and Col. William F. 
(reary, Inf., to their rank and er luments in the U.S. 
Army, filed his answer in the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia on Jap. 26, Colonel French al- 
leged that the board of officers constituting the classi- 
fication board which recommended his retirement under 
the operation of See. 24b, Army Reorganization act of 
June 4, 1920; was unlawfully constituted and that his 
rights have been taken away without due process‘of law. 
The Secretary denies, in his answer, that he assumed 
to act personally for, or in place of, the President in 
approving the recommendations of the classification 

rd, and declared that he had general authority from 
the President to act in his name. Colonel French al- 
lJeged that the Secretary had execeded his authority and 
that he had not been granted the opportunity to be 
heard by counsel before the board which finally placed 
him on the retired list. In his answer the retary 
recites that Colonel French was heard before a court of 
inquiry at his own request after he bad been notified 
that he had been tentatively placed in Class B for elimi- 
nation, and that Colouel French appeared before the 
court and was represented by counsel. The proceedings 
of that court, the Secretary states, came before t 
classification board for determination as to the facts of 
record and he states that the officers composing this 
board were without bias er prejudice and based their 
action wholly upon the facts of record reported by the 
court of inquiry. All the provisions of the law_ were 
strictly observed, the Secretary asserts. and Mr. Baker 
asks that the petition of Colonel French be dismissed. 

The answer in the case of Colonel Creary was similar 
to that in the case of Colonel French, and the Secretary 
requested that the court dismiss this proceeding on the 
ground that the law had been observed in all particulars 
and that no rights of the officer had been infringed. 

Ansell & Bailey, counsel for these officers, will file a 
demurrer to the answers of Secretary Baker, in which 
they will emphasize that the President has no right to 
delegate his powers to the Secretary of War and that 
he must personally act in cases of this character, It 
will be claimed that the fina! classification board was 
not a beard of review, but a board of final determina- 
tion; that the statutes give the right to officers of the 
Army to have the President, himself, pass upon their 
cases and that the action of the Secretary negatives the 
authority imposed by him. It is claimed that the siat- 
utes and the constitution require that officers are to be 
tried only on a question of. cause. Secretary Baker is 
quoted as saying that no further action would be taken 
by the War Department toward the discharge or retire- 
ment of Army officers classed by the boards of examiners 
as inefficient until the mandamus actions brought by 
Colonels French and Creary in the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia have been decided. 


DEFENSE OF NAVAL SHORE STATIONS. 
Army and Nary Co-operation Defined. 

A policy relative to the defense of naval shore 
stations against aircraft attack bas been approved by 
the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy, and 
is announced by the War Department. Responsibility 
for the anti-aircraft defense of a naval station is placed 
upon the Army, and it will determine the character, 
number and lecation of anti-aircraft guns for such de- 
fense, and provide for their installation. If the Army 
plans provide fer anti-aircraft or other guns (mot ma- 
chine or automatic rifles) within the limits of a naval 
station, equal to a battery or the normal armament as- 
signed to a company, the nel for manning these 
guns shall, if available, be furnished by the Navy (Ma- 
rine Corps); but for a fraction of such unit, where its 
manning by Navy personnel! would result in a mixture of 
forces in the smallest uoit, that portion of such bat- 
tery shall be manned by the personnel of the same unit 
which mans the remainder of the battery. 

A naval station shall be regarded as a defended area in 
the general coast line defense and for the purpose be 
under the general direction of the Army authorities. 
When a battery is installed within a naval station, and 
the personnel furnished by the Navy, the commandant 
will cause the training of such personnel to conferm to 
the requirements of the Army coast defense commander ; 
fire control and other defense measures will be co-ordi- 
nated with the general scheme of defense under the Army 
authorities and the gups will be employed under their 
orders in battle, target practice and drill. ‘The use of 
automatic or machine rifles in the defense of a naval ata- 
tion and its adjuncts (wherever against aircraft or other 
enemy forces) is considered a function of the local or 
interior defense of (he station and the matériel and per- 
sonnel should be provided, if possible, as are shore and 
interior waters patrol and protection against damage 
from the interior or by small raiding parties; j.¢., by the 
Navy (Marine Corps). 

The joint board appreciates that occasions for disputes 
ean be found under these provisions if such are looked 
for, but it is not expected that responsible officers, upon 
whom every interest of the country enjoins the most 
full and frank co-operation, will fail to adjust and co- 
ordinate their respective functions. It is not the func- 
tion of the joint board to define the details of such ar- 
rangements in every theater, but if unavoidable differ- 
ences arise they should be referred to the joint board 
through the proper channel for consideration.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

The death is reported of Senior Capt. Charles Calvert 
Fengar, U.8.C.G., retired, in Jacksonville, Fla. He was 
born in New London, Conn., April 22, 1844, son of 
Thomas aud Lucretia (Brooks) Fengar. He entered 
the Service as a third lieutenant in May, 1876, and was 
retired for age in 1908.

SMALL ARMS COMPETITION, HAWAII. 
Schofield Barracks, H.T., Jan. 2, 1921. 

‘The .most successful series ‘of competitions in small- 
arms firing ever held in the Hawaiian Department was 
completed at Schofield Barracks on Dec. 27, 1920. Com- 
mencing on Dee. 13, the matches were scheduled every 
week day during the entire two weeks’ period, but were 
interrupted for two days due to inclement weather. The 
included individual competitions with the rifle, 
automatic rifle, machine gun and automatic pistol, open 
to all officers.and men in the Regular Army stationed in 
the Hawaiian Department; and team competitions with 
the rifle, pistol, machine gun and one-pounder, in which 
treeps uf all arms of the Service stationed on Oahu com- 
peted im one or more of the events.- Rifle teams of 
twelve men each were entered from the 3d. Engineers, 
Ceast Defenses of Oahu, 17th Cavalry, 35th and 44th 
Infantry. Pistol teams entered from the’ Air NServiee, 
Coast Artillery, 3d Engineers, 13th Field Artillery, 17th 
Cavalry, Sth and 44th Infantry. Platoons frem the 
Ceast Artilery, 17th-Cavalry, 35th and 44th Infantry 
teok- part in the machine. gun. team events, and teams 
from the 35th and 44th Infantry competed with the one- 
pounder gun.

Novel Airplane Events. 

Two events of distinctly novel character consisted. of 
machine gun firing from airplanes, and aerial bombing 
participated in by individuals and teams from the 4th 
und 6th Squadrons, Air Service, stationed at Luke Field. 
For the aerial gunnery ground targets consisted of the 
standard “(” type; used for long range rifle firing, ex- 
tended by the addition of two-foot strips at the top and 
bottom; making a complete target ten feet square with 
a 36-inch bullseye. For the firing of the pilot one tar- 
get was mounted vertically; for the firing of the ob- 
server a similar target was. mounted horizontally. Lewis 
machine guns, on scarf mounts in the rear cockpit of 
DH-4 planes, were used by the observers, and Marlin 
guns, fixed and synchronized to fire through the pyro- 
pellers, by the pilets. Swooping low, directly at the 
vertical target, the pilot fired first in bursts of about 
ten shots each. Having fired fifty rounds at the vertical 
target, the plane rose, circled, and flying at an altitude 
of approximately 500 feet passed the horizonta! target, 
allowing the observer to fire. Formations of four planes 
each competed in the bomb-dropping contest, flying at an 
altitude of 4.000 feet. Dummy bombs of the MK-I type 
were used, with Wimperis MK-IA bomb sights, and MK-V 
bomb. racks and release controls. ‘Iwo bombs from each 
plane were dropped simultaneously when over the target, 
a circle. on the ground thirty-six feet in diameter. 

The individual rifle match resulted in a victory for 
Capt.'Edmond H. Levy, 3d -Engrs., who led a field of 
sixty-one firers with the excellent seore of 268. ° Capt. 
Leon: E.. Ryder, 17th Cav., finished second, with 266; 
Ist Sergts. Dennis. Fenton,-M.G.C., 35th Inf., third, with

Graves REGISTRATION WoRK TO CONTINUE. 

Lieut. Col. C: C. Pierce, Chief of the Graves Registra- 
tion Service, has learned that-the Congressional Com- 
mittee on Apropriation has given assent for the creation 
of. a -deficit. of $90,000 for the purpose. of carrying on 
the work of the service. Last year Congress reduced 
the estimates for maintaining the work of the service by 


half, and as a consequence it was necessary this year 


to create a deficiency or stop the work, which would 
mean cessation of operations overseas and of the return 
of bodies. Colonel Pierce will speak on Jan. 29 at a 
meeting of the New York branch of the Bring Home the 
Soldier Dead League of the United States in the Stuyves- 
ant High School, New York city. . He will explain the 
progress .of the Government’s,.work of returning to 
America the remains of our soldier dead. A similar meet- 
ing was held in Pittsburgh some time ago which Colonel 


Pierce addressed, and then answered specific questions 
as to the work and policies of the War Department re 
lating to the subject. From the expression of. apprecia- 
tion received by the.War Department from those in at- 
tendance there, it has been decided to encourage such 
assemblages of relatives of deceased s n order that 
there may -be disseminated more complete information 
as to what the Government is doing.

ALLEGED GAS CASUALTIES TO BE INVESTIGATED. 

Tho War Risk Insurance Bureau has on file approxi- 
900,000 disability claims from - former Service 
men. If all these claims were allowed it is estimated 
it would cost the Government from $72,000,000 to $90,- 
000,000 a year exclusive of the cost of hospital treat- 
ment. In order to determine what portion of the: dis- 
ability claims are based upon injury from the effects of 
ig gases, Lieut. Col. Harry L. Gilchrist, M.C., U.S. 
who was medical director of the Chemical Warfare 
li in the A.E.F., has been detailed to make an in- 
vestigation of a portion of these claims. If it is found 
that the claims due to gas casualties. warrant further 
ingtiry a general investigation will be carried out. Col- 
onel Gilchrist states that if the number claiming dis- 
ability from the effects of gas comprise a considerable 
portion of the whole, and are found to be meritorious, 
then Chemical Warfare is inhumane... He is of the be- 
lief, however, that there are very few permanent dis- 
abilities caused by gas, ‘and inasmuch as the members 
of the medical profession do not agree as to the perma- 
nent effects of gas the Chemical Warfare Service is de- 
termined to take this opportunity to reach a definite 
couelusion by thorough investigation.

It is ‘the 
old man’ and not the staff who makes an organization. 
There are many officers who feel that graduates of the 
School of the Line who have made good with troops 
should be sent to an advanced school in troop leading, 
while those who have demonstrated their inability to 
handle men but who have staff ability should be sent to 
the Staff College. Seventy-five per cent. of the game in 
any branch is in the handling of men, and yet it is the 
least taught ahd least understood of any Army subject. 
To issue an order ‘let there be morale’ does not always 
imply the Biblical result ‘and there was morale.’”

The Chief of the Militia Bureau announces that on 
account of the depleted appropriations no further classes 
of enlisted men of the Natiomal Guard can be sent to 
the schools for bakers and cooks in the current fiscal 
year. Notice of the date of resumption of these classes 
and regulations governing attendance will be furnished 
by the Militia Bureau at the proper time. 

Coast Artillery Fire Test at Ship. 

The tests of the Coast Artillery using the obsolete U. 
8.S. Massachusetts as target have been completed at 
Fort Barrancas, Fila, the coast defenses of Pensacola. 
The fire was with fixed 12-inch Tailway mortars and 
with fixed 12-inch railway guns. While data on the test 
is still incomplete it is known that the 10-inch guns 
ecored about ten per cent. hits at 20,000 yards with 
armor-piercing projectiles.

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Honor Mitrrary Scuoois To BE Namen. 

The following instructions have been issued by the 
War Department: to the commanding generals of all 
corps areas: In order to stimulate a competitive spirit 
among the junior units of the R.O.T.C, in institutions 
not rated as essentially military, the commanding gen- 
eral of each corps area will report to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army, not later than June 1 of each year, for 
designation as an “Honor Higk School” the names of 
such schools in his corps area, not to exceed ten per cent. 
of the total number of such separate schools, which are 
most advanced in training and discipline and worthy of 
such rating. The designation of the specially selected 
essentially military schools will hereafter be “Honor 
Military Schools.” No special inspection will be made 
for the purpose of selecting the institution to be desig- 
pated, the selection being based on the reports sub- 
mitted by the corps area R.O.T.C. officers at the conclu- 
sion of their regular inspections. The names of the 
honor schools may be announced by respective cérps area 
commanders. The combined lists will be published by 
the War Department, together with distinguished colleges 
and honor military schools. The distinctive insignia to 
be awarded such schools will be announced later. In 
communities where two or more such schools are located 
with a separate minimum enrolment of not less than 
200 R.O.T.C. members, sich schools will be separately 
considered.

Col. Lewis Sorley, Chief-of the Education and Recre- 
ation Division, Office of “The Adjutant General, states 
that the exhibition of motion pictures ’at Amm7 camps is 
at last approaching: the state where it: is self-supporting.

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FUTURE OF OUR NAVY. 
Fighting Ship. 


THE 
Seeking the 

The Secretary of the Navy, in a letter to Rear Admiral 
Charles J. Badger, U.S.N., president of the General 
Board, which appears on ‘page 622, directs the board to 
present. a report on the question of the Navy’s building 
program. The Secretary’s purpose is evidently to bring 
out expert opinion which may clarify the general dis- 
cussion of naval armaments, disarmament, and of the 
yulnerability of surface ships to attack from the air and 
from under the surface. This is in connection with the 
Senate’s endeavor to establish whethet a suspension for 
six months of naval building progress is practical .and 
with discussion inthe press of the types of ships to be 
considercd most effective in future warfare: 

Among line officers of the Navy in Washington who 
cor;mented on the Secretary’s letter the opinion was ex- 
pressed that the part of the navies in the World War, if 
it proved anything, proved that the capital ship was the

the naval operations of the war produced only 
principles as a guide to a country like the United States, 
lying between two oceans and’ with very great coast 
lines, since these operations were restricted to areas no 
greater than the Gulf of Mexico. It.is pointed out that 
the differences of opinion as to what constitutes an ade- 
quate Navy for the United States are ‘inextricably bound 
up in the question whether this nation-intends to main- 
tain a Navy for defense, pure and simple, or whether 
the Navy shall be built up to assume: the offensive if 
need be, and be powerful enough to win in any field of 
battle a naval war into wich this nation may be drawn. 
A nation lacking in wisdom, to be sure, may commit it- 
self to a policy of throwing a cordon of defense ships 
about its coasts and waiting for attack. In the war 
with Spain the United States sent a ficet to Manila un- 
der Dewey, but it did not cross the Atlantic to seek bat- 
tle with Cervera’s fleet. It strengthened the enemies of 
Spain in a nearby Spanish possession and forced Spain 


to cross the Atlantic to meet that gauge of battle, with 
what result is history. Assuming, because the example 
is suggested by much of the discussion in the public 
press, that Japan followed our example of 1918, then 
“the shoe would be on the other foot.” The naval ana- 
lysts ask, “What would Japan be expected to do:” And 
they answer the question by saying: “To seize the 
Philippine Islands.” Would the United States then 
countenance a policy of let-alone and demand that our 
Navy be kept near our coasts under such a condition 
and allow the capture of the islands to be unopposed? 
Such a situation, they add, is unthinkable to the Ameri- 
can mind; consequently our Navy would be expected to 
have the ships and thé power to fight for the recapture 
of the islands and-to win that fight. Such being the sit- 
uation, these officers say that- the adequate Navy ‘the 


United States must have is that Navy which can cope 
with any situation successfully and be ready to win de- 
ecisively a battle 7,000 miles from a Pacific coast base. 
Adrzitting the swift advance of attacking devices’ oper- 
ating in the air, these line officers are still doubtful 


whether aeronautics from the war point of view has de- 
veloped to the point where it can be seriously consid- 
ered as a material factor for weakening the fighting 
power of surface ships. -Articles in. the daily press 


which have stressed the effect of air bombs exploded in 
a test lacking wholly in battle conditions, they add, are 
unsound when they seek to impress the minds of people 
with: the effect of explosives under test. conditions as 
bearing a true relation to the possible damage to. fight- 
ing ships from the air. during actual battle. 

The Navy’s Strength and Our Foreign Policies. 


Rear Admiral Henry T. Mayo, U.S.N., retired, mem- 
ber of the General Board, in his testimony before the 
Senate committee during the inquiry into the Navy's 


conduct of the war, spoke of the fact that while the 
strength of the Navy to be maintained during peace or 
mobilized for war is a matter of policy for which the 
Government is responsible, the Navy Department is. re- 
sponsible for advising the Government as to the naval 
‘strength which. will. be, required to enforce our foreign 
“A navy,” he said, “cannot be built and trained 
in a year or two years, and consequently the foresight 
necessary t@.provide for the construction and mainte- 
nance of a ‘navy..adequate to its future task is of the 
utmost importance. The expenditure of less money than 
required for. a navy strong enough to enforee our for- 
éign policies is folly, for: failure to make adequate pre- 
aration during peace causes the waste of millions when 
war is eventually forced upon us.” The disarmament 
enthusiasts, in, Congress and. out. of it should face this 
-simple«triith enuneiated by Admiral Mayo. “The differ- 
ences of opinion as to what constitutes an adequate 
navy,” he further. said, “dan. be. traced’ to our lack of 
definite foreign. policy,” ‘Phis is the catse of- mach of 
the discussion as io navai ‘appropridiions wihico takes 


policies. 
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place: annually before the Congressional naval commit- 
tees. The remedy, Admiral Mayo said, lies outside of 
the Navy Department. Those responsible for our for- 


eign policy should definitely inform the War and Navy 
Departments as to the foreign policies which the Army 
and Navy are to be prepared to enforce. Until the Navy 
is provided with a definite ideal in the ferm of a definite 
statement of the foreign policies which it is to be pre- 
pared to enforce the management of the Navy cannot 
formulate building programs and war plans except upon 
a mere hypothesis as to such policies. 

The Admiral lays down the mission of*the Senate in 
this controversy and does it with precision and logic. 
The General Board may anticipate the future type ‘of 
fighting ship, basing its report on an analysis of naval 
warfare of the immediate past. But back of this whole 
question is the fundamental one of this nation’s relation 
to other nations and to foreign affairs. Therein the 
Senate may have its word and ‘an administration its 
policy. But no Senate, no administration, not our- 
selves as a nation, can wholly read the future.’ Grant- 
ing the good will of the world at_ the present: moment 
toward a policy of reduction in armament, none can de- 
termine when cconomic conditions or self-interest may 
tempt some nation to seek to evade the conditions*of auy 
agreement on the subject of disarmament. In the future, 
as the past has shown, there is only one adequate policy 
for this’ country, and‘ that is to be prepared «with ade- 
quate ‘armed’ forced” to meet any eventuality” that ‘may 
arise.

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THE ARMY AND THE. PEOPLE. 


Educational Loss in Army Reduction. 

In the Senate debate on Jan. 13 on‘the resolution to 
reduce the enlisted strength of the Regular Army to 
175,000 men Senator Wadsworth said: “Another thing 
that Congress by statute has provided for is vocational 
training in the Army..-Of course, that takes personnel. 
You cannot do it without employing personnel, and even 
with 175,000 we shall have to stop the vocational train- 
ing in many of the trades. If we go to 150,000 we shall 
have to stop nearly. all of them, or else strip our over- 
seas garrisons. We have undertaken these ob- 
ligations and we must fulfil them or we break faith with 
the people who have relicd upon us.” It is apparent 
from this statement that the Senator from New York 
fully realized the depth of that “faith” on the part of 
the people, and’ that he realized tlrat in reducing the 
Army to any degree whatsoever there would be, techni- 
cally at least, a breaking of “faith with the people.” For 
any reduction, or the-cessation of recruiting, shuts the 
door in-the face of many thousands of young men who 
have come to believe that in the Army schools there is 
the one, and perhaps only, opportunity for them to over- 
come lack of education due to conditions of their boy- 
hood over which they had no control. Senator Williams, 
in the same debate, demanded: “Let us have that money 
for the azricultural classes,” apparently not knowing 
that those “classes” were foremost in seeking to enter 
their youth in the Regular Army in order to gain for 
them the benefits of scientific agricultural training; for 
such is the fact. 

Recently the War Department sent out to rural dis- 
tricts of the West post-card inquiries. relative to young 
men who might be interested in the vocational schools 
of the Army. Of cards of the first inquiry sent out re- 
turns show by analysis 2,677 specific inquiries relative 


to definite courses. There were 759 inquiries from Okla-_ 


homa, 717 from Missouri, 530 from Arkansas, 195 from 
Kansas, 139 from Colorado, and 337 scattered among 
the Dakotas and adjacent states. A further analysis 
showed’ the following educationa! preferences: Agrieul- 
ture, 18.5 per cent.; automobile mechanics, 17.3 per 
crui.; airplane mechanics, 7.5 per cent.; tractor me- 
e--taics and driving, 6.5 per cent. ;- mac hinist mechanics, 
6.2-per cent.; . business and commerce, 5.5. per cent.; 

cooking and baking; 3:5 per cent.; music, 4:1 per cent. ; 
radio telegraphy, 4 per cent. An interesting sidelight 
of this analysis shows that only-4 per cent’ were: inter- 
ested in-elementary sehool courses, while only 3 per ‘cent. 
sought’ instruction’ in languages and mathematics. This 
fact would seem.to demonstrate ‘that the ‘bulk of the 
inquirers possessed. better than 2 primary education. 

That the preference for agricil'utal instruction leads 
in this test surely refutes,-for this representative rural 
gection at least, the geteral opinion that the farm boy 
wants to get away from farming. . What he evidently 
wants is the chance to study scientific farming, and the 
Army was peculiarly attractive to him, for it allowed 
him to pursue his studies free from anxiety over the ex- 
pense to his parents. , In connection with. these returned 
post-cards ‘the’ War Department received, hundreds of 
letters of inquiry which démonstratéd that in these west- 
ern rural sections there is an. urgent educational need 
which the Regular Army alone. appeared to be capable 
of supplying. We quote from ‘a-few characteristic ; ‘let- 
ters: 

A Missouri man writes: “I am the. father of eleven 
vusidren—nine of them boys. - We are located on a poor, 
ficv. sun-dewn farm of sixty acres and, owing to: the 
sture vf. our finances, the high cost of living, cte.,) we 


baye great difficulty in obtaining the common necessarins . 


of life and of even outfitting our children to attend: the- 
common district school, ‘to say néthing of anything higher 


‘in’ the way. of education 6r the chanec-to learn a‘ trade. 


My oldest boy was called to the colors near the close of 


the late war, and is now serving the Government in a 
esponsible position in Alaska with the U.S. Biological 
vey. Although his service was brief .in the Army, 


have three boys whose ages are sixteen and fifteen 
cars (the latter two being twins) who are anxious to 
enlist, of course, with mine and their mother’s approval, 
as we think if they are eligible it is the best we can 
possibly do for them—to fit and prepare them for future 
usefulness, not only for themselves and ourselves, but 
their country as well.” 

An Illinois widow pleads: “I have a son seventeen 
years old‘and have no home to take him to. He is now 
on a farm where there is no woman in the house—just a 
lot of men. I work here at and try to keep 
him in clothes, but it is killing me to see my only boy 
go to ruin, for I can't be with him. He needs training, 
Vicase let me know if I can get him into an Army school ; 
please help me to save my boy.” 

A mother in Missouri seeks the better way for her 
boy, writing of him thus: “He is a fresnman In high 
school this year (1920), but has to attend under great 
difficulty as we live six and one-half miles from town 
and he has to go on horseback. He has a great desire 
for military service. Let me know if ne is old enough 
to enlist, andsif ‘so.I need not send him back to school 
here after the holidays.” 

The responses to: the. War Department's pai the 
percentages of ediicational preferences, the testimony of 
parents in: this wide seetion’ of: rural- America, for no 
person in a town of more than 2,000 population re- 
ceived one of the post-cards, add weight to- a’ belief that 
a very large percentage of fhe peeple would be in’ favor 
of. the’ Regular Army preparing the: greatest number of 
yormng men-it might -assimilate ‘for. future usefulness, 
not only for themselves- and ourselves» (parents), but 
their country’ as well,” as ‘stated by the Missouri father 
of nine potential soldiers. Public sentiment, it would

seem, would favor the 280,000 Army if the people knew - 


that the Regular Army is accomplishing the only con- 


crete work of “Americanization,”’ a work that approxi- ~ 
mates 100 per cent. in results. And it is unjust to « 


charge that-the -bulk of the millions for Army appro- 
priations is for military preparedness, pure and simple. 
For if the people really knew how abundantly the Regu- 
lar Army, through its work in physical, mental and yo- 
cational training, now ‘justifies expenditures, “the com- 
mon people of the country, who are- interested in the 
things which might be done with the money,” as Sena- 
tor Williams puts it, would “arise and make themselves 
heard”—not, as he seems ‘to believe, in protest, but to 
say to Congress: “Spend the money ‘for the. 280,000 
Army because it is doing more for our youth who have 
lacked the advantages of the city boy than any one 
thing for which we pay taxes.” , 

There surely has come to the people a reaction in 
their attitude toward the Regular Army and its work. 
The Army has taken the people into its confidence, and 
the people have responded by. meeting the Army more 
than half way. They are showing by thei? messages to 
the War Department that they believe the Army is good 
for the country, for themselves, and good for and to 
their boys.. From. the human documents presented in 
the above quoted desires of the people of the West it is 
certain that cutting the strength of the Regular Army 
and closing the door of opportunity to many thousands 
of boys would meet widespread and popular opposition— 
if.the people only knew. 
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TRANSFER OF U.S.C.G. OFFICERS TO NAVY. 
Blocked by Secretary of the Treasury. 





More than thirty officers of the Coast Guard who are 
eligible have made appliéation fér transfer to ‘the line 
of the permanent Navy, under the provisions ef Sec. 3 of 
the Naval Appropriation act of June 4, 1920. So far 
the Secretary of the Treasury has blocked the transfer 
of. officers of the U.S. Coast Guard to the Navy, by with- 
holding approval of their applications for such’ transfer, 


for-reasons not stated, and the ‘belief of the officers who - 


desire transfer is that it is his intention to go out of 
office on March-4 with this question still pending. The 
Commandant of the Coast Guard is also apparently. re- 
luetant to, loge these officers.- To date no definite action 


_ has been taken on the requests either by the Secretary of 
the Treasury or by the Commandant ofthe Coast Guard, . 


except to secure the acquiescence of the Navy Depart- 
ment to a consideration of applicants up to approximately 
the date when the examinations are to begin. The appli- 
cations, on being forwarded to the Navy Departnient, 


were indorsed to the effect that definite action would be 
deferred to a later date. It is naturally’ the desiré of 


the Coast Guard officers interested to obtain“approval of 


their requests at as early a’ date ‘as ‘possiblé in order that’ . 


the uncertainty in the matter be terminatedso that they 
may be able to make’such plans as practicable for tak- 
ing .the examinations. The officers concerned feel that 
in view of the provision of law making ‘possible their 
transfer it is an injustice to them that it should be in- 
definitely delayed, or obstructed. 

In order. to qualify for transfef to the Navy, Coast 
Guard ‘officers are compelled” to obtain for their requests 
the approval of the Secretary of the” Treasury’ and’ the 
Secretary, of the Navy, and must pass a ‘physical’and 
professional examination. to determine’ their “qualifica- 


tions, - Rear Admiral Thomas ‘Washington; ‘Chief of: the 


Bureau of Navigation, is prepared to designate” these 
officers as candidates to ‘appear before >the examining 
boards which are to méet on May 16, eee “Ehe* candi- 
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dates. for transfer have been trained at a Government 
academy in a course closely paralleling that of the U.S. 
Naval Academy. Im addition they--have all had years 
of experience in actual sea service, and all seryed with 
the wae in the World War, a greater percentage of 
them overseas and all with credit to themselves, their 
service, and to the Navy. Since the Navy found these 
officers unusually well qualified to perform its duties 
the Coast’ Guard officers who desire individual transfer 
are held to be the kind of material the Navy wants for 
its commissioned ranks. The shortage of commissioned 
officers in the Navy is approximately forty-one per ecnt., 
and is proportionately larger than the shortage in the 
commissioned ranks of the Coast Guard, which is twenty- 
four per cent. If all requests for individual transfer 
are approved, it is estimated that there would exist in 
the Coast Guard thirty-eight per cent. of vacancies, so 
that it would be better- off than the Navy so far as 
shortage of commissioned officers is concerned. Failure 
of the Secretary of the Treasury and the Coast Guard 
Commandant to approve the requests of candidates for 
transfer indicates, however, that there may be objection 
on the.ground that it would weaken the strength of the 
commissioned personnel of the Coast Guard. 

Some of the candidates have indicated an intention to 
resign from the Service and enroll in the Naval Reserve 
Force in order to qualify for commission, if the Secretary 
of the Treasury continues. to withhold approval of their 
requests. This action would. result in their losing ap- 
proximately 1,000 numbers-on the Navy list, would. con- 
siderably delay their future promotion, and would make 
it impossible for any..of them to attain at this time the 
grade of lieutenant commander, which is otherwise open 
to them on. transfer. from the Coast Guard. But they 
feel that it is an injustiee to them to fail to follow the 
intent of Congress in approving the act authorizing this 
transfer if there is no valid objection and it would bene- 
fit the Navy and the officers concerned. 

The outstariding reason for the desire of these officers 
to enter the Navy is that opportunity for promotion in 
the Coast Guard is practically: non-existent. * A consid- 
erable nuinber of -officers in. the Coast Guard face the 
prospect of serving for not less than nineteen years ir 
the grade they now occupy, if. the future retirements for 
age, which affect their promotion, are any criterion. The 
transfer of this group of officers, consequently, will not 
only enhance their own prospects, but improve the 
prospects of those officers junior to them who remain in 
the Coast Guard. Service. . The question of. weakening 
the Coast Guard Lardly enters, these officers hold, for 
the reason that it would still have a larger percentage 
of commissioned personnel as compared with the Navy 
should all the candidates. qualify by examination for 
transfer, 

The Coast Guard applicants are confined to the years 
1907-1913, inclusive, and on transfer to the Navy by 
qualifying at the examination in May they would fall 
into the grades of lieutenant, lieutenant (j.g.) and en- 
sign in the Navy list. It may be asked why there are 
no more officers desiring transfer. The answer is that 
officers of the Coast Guard who came into that Service 
prior to.1907 are permanent lieutenants and appeat to 
be content with their prospects, and that those who came 
in after 1913 are juniors who have had a satisfactory 
flow of promotion due to losses in the war, the resigna- 
tion of twenty-four officers in the last two years, and 
retirements. On behalf of the Navy personnel it is be- 
lieved that it will welcome these Coast’ Guard officers 
among those temporary commissioned and warrant offi- 
cers of the Navy and of the Reserve Force eligible to 
take the examination in May, for these officers served 
in commissioned ranks with the Navy in the war and 
have had from seven to thirteen years’ commissioned 
service, and by coming into the Navy their rank would 
not. have an appreciable effect upon the flow of pro- 
motion. 

The commissioned personnel of the Coast Guard now 
numbers 205, which ,is_ sixty-five below authorized 
strength. There were twenty-four resignations in the 
last two years of officers in the three lower permanent 
grades, or approximately ten’ per cent. of the com- 
missioned personnel of the Service, 
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Army SINGLE LISTED. 

The single list for promotion as provided in See. 24a, 
Army Reorganization act, has been completed and the 
second seetion is being prepared in The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office for publication in the next issue of the 
Army List and Directory when it appears. -The Army 
Register section of the Officers’ Division, AVG.O., will 
chéck up tle second section with a view.to making pro- 
motions. It is expected that promotions will be re- 
sumed some time in February, embracing the’ grades of 
captain, first and second lieutenants. The list was ap- 
proved by Secretary of War Baker ‘early this week. The 
board of officers appointed by the Secretary of War, 
which was charged with the preparation of the single 
list for promotion, was composed: of Brig. Gen. Welter 
S. Gorddén, Infe; ol!’ Frank M. Caldwell, Cav.; Col. 
John ©. Gilmore, jri, ©.A,C.; Col. William S. MeNair, 
F.A.; Col. Charles-Keller, ©, of E.; Col. Winthrop S. 
Wood, Q.M.C., and. Major Thomas M. Spaulding, C.A. 
C., ‘of the War Department General Staff, who as a 
member of the personnel, branch of the General Staff 
had made a special study of merging the former promo- 
tion lists into a single list. In. The. Adjatant General's 


’ office it was stated that no forecast of prospective promo- 


tions weg be made at this. time. 
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TO SUSPEND NAVAL BUILDING PROGRAM. 
Senator Borah Wants Fieet Elemente Investigated. 

Another possible obstacle to the continuation of the 
Navy's building program took form in the Senate on 
Jan. 25 when that body passed unanimously a reselu- 


tion introduced by Senator Borah which reads: 

That the Committee on Naval Affairs be, and is hereby, dl- 
rected to report to the Senate wheth.r, in its opinion, it is 
practical and also a sound = to suspend our naval building 

lor the period of six months, te the 


program, now in progress, 

end that a full investigation and free discussion may be had 
as to what constitetes a modern fighting Navy——a Navy with 
the types of ships and with the air and subma: weapons 


that would be most effective in the strategy and tactics of 
future war on the sea; and also to the end that we may avail 
ourselves in the matter, both as to economy and efficiency, of 
any possible ag t between naval powers providing for 
the reduction of armaments. That the said committee report 
to the Senate such data and information (not already printed 
and made public) as the said committee has had before it for 
consideration relative to the possible value of surface ships in 
future naval warfare. 

Beyond the asking of twe questions by Senator Under- 
wood as to the object of the resolution there was no 
discussion. Replying to Senator Underwood, Senator 

said his resolution was self-explanatory and he 
added: “J intend to follow that with a resolution di- 
recting an investigation of the whole situation” regard- 
ing the elements constituting a modern navy. 


General Board to Report on Ship Types. 


On the same day Secretary. of the Navy Daniels made 
public a letter he had written to the General Board of 
the Navy asking for a report covering the same ground 
as suggested in the Borah resolution, the report to be 
submitted carly next month. Mr. Daniels’s letter reads: 

It seems to be evident that this Congress is not disposed 
to autherize the construction of any capital ships, and, due to 
the amount of construction work in hand, the Department has 
not urged the authorization for any battleships ether than 
those which are now under construction. The Department 
feels, however, that the question of design in construction of 
battleships is an important one and demands continued study 
and investigation. It is noted that this is entensively dis- 
cussed in the public press, both in America and nd, and 
particularly in England, in —— to the type of which 
will form the main strength of the navies of the world in the 
future. Some well-known writers are exp ing their opini 
that the bettleship will, at an early date, no longer form the 
backbone of the fleet, but that ships of the air and ships of 
the submarine type will be the powerful ships of the future. 
The Department desires that this matter be taken under con- 
sideration by the General Board and analyzed from the dif- 
ferent points of view, and a report on this general subject he 
submitted early in February. 
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REPORT ON ARMY APPROPRIATIONS. 
Committee Recommends Reduction of Pcrsonnel. 

The report of the House Committee on Appropriations 
on the Army Appropriation bill for the fiscal year 1922 
was submitted to the House on Jan. 28 by Mr. Anthony. 
chairman of the sub-committee in charge of the bill. The 
committee recommends cutting appropriations for the 
Army to $328,861,125, and providing for an enlisted force 
of 150,000 and a commissioned force of 14,000. The re- 
port reads:

the accompanying bill, with the recommendation that it do pass 
Ileretofore the appropriations for the U.S. Military Academ 
at West Point have been carried in a separate bill, but th 
year these items are included in the eecompanying bill for the 
purpose of making a saving, both in time and cost of printing 
Appropriations Cut to $528,861,123. 

The estimates furnished to Congress by the War Department 
through the Secretary of the Treasury call for a total of 
$692.811,070.20 These figures of the War Department were 
Lased upon an army of the maximum size provided by the Army 
reorganization act of June 4, 1920, an enlisted force of approxi 
mately 280,000 men and 17,000 officers. The amount recom 
mended in this bil for the support of the Army during the 
next fiseal year is $328,861,123. This is a reduction of 
$63,697,242 under the Army appropriation act for the current 


year, which carricd $392,558,.365, and a reduction of $363,949,- 
947.20 under the estimates for the support of the Army. 

The appropriations in the present-bill are based upon an 
enlisted foree of 150.000 men, exclusive of the Philippine 
Scouts, which number about 6,500 enlisted men, and the Fiving 
Cadets authorized in the law of June 4, 1920, to the namber 
of 2.500 Provision is made to care for 14,000 commissioned 
officers, which is approximately 1,000 more than are now in the 
Regular Service. 

In the appropriation bill for the current year provision was 
supposed to have been made for an army of 175,000 men, but 
in spite of the expressed desire of Congress in so fixing its 
appropriation that the enlisted strength of the Army should 
not exceed that size, the policy of the War Department has been 
to endeavor to enlist the Regular Army to the maximum author- 
ized by the law of June 4, 1920; and it has thereby created 
a large deficiency in the current appropriations, which it is 
estimated will run as large as $100,000.000. The statement 
is made by the Chief of Finance of the War Department that 
the amount appropriated during the current year for pay 
of the Army has fallen short by $25,000,000. even for the 
pay of an army of 175,000 men. In this bill full provision 
is being made for the payment of an army of 150,000 enlisted 
men, exclusive of Philippine Scouts and Flying Cadets, together 
with 14,000 commissioned officers, and including the increases 
in pay whieh were given in the act of May 18, 1920- 

In its consideration of the estimates of the War Department 
the committee has endeavored to follow a icy of the strictest 
possible economy in providing funds for the Military Establish. 
ment for the next fiscal year, keeping the main idea in mind, 
however, of not impairing any of the vital parts of our present 
organization. It was believed that by changing the present 
wasteful plan of stationing the troops which now compose the 
Army, material economies could be effected both in the number 
of enlisted men, and in the cost of same, and at the same time 
provide adequate forces for garrisoning our outlying posses- 
sions, and providing a sufficient number of men for domestic 
safety, and which, in co-operatioa with the National Guard and 
the organ reserve, would provide an adequate force for 
the defense of the nation. 


Expects A.F. in G. Will Be Withdrawn. 


This reduction in the enlisted strength of the Regular Arm 
has been made in view of the fact that the A of y Comeend 
tion in Comteg wi undo abtedly be withdrawn withia the mext 
few months; that unduly large and expensive ¢. are 
being maintained in Hawaii and in the Canal Zone which 
ean and should be materially reduced, and, furthermore, that 
the present ye of the War Department to maintain the Regu- 
lar Army of the United States in nine divisions, in nine of 
the large Army camps erected during the war is an unneces- 
sary waste and expense. The effort has been made to keep 
the bill clear of legislat'on, but the committee has found it 
necessary, in_ order to ergry out its policy of forcing an eco- 
nomic and efficient administration of the War Department, to 
freely resort to the use ¢7 limitations upon various funds, and 
in some instances in orfer to compel the sale of certain un- 
necessary suppiies it he made legislative provision therefor,

Mr. Anthony Eeplains Appropriation Cuts. 

In a statement made to the press correspondents on 
the previous day Mr. Anthony gave some details as to the 
purposes of the bill not mentioned in the text of the re- 

itself. Mr. An said that President-elect Hard- 

« had suggested 150, as & proper maximum for the 
Army. The most drastic of the app viation cuts, he 
continued, was in the amount pro for the pay of 
civilian employees of the Army and the War Department. 
The decrease decided on by the committee, he said, would 
reduce the number of employees by one-half and mean the 
dismissal of from 30,000 to 50, employees. Nearly all 
construction would be climinated under the bill aad keep- 
ing within its provisions would mean that the War De- 
partment must dispose of at least half of the present 
Army camps. 

Salaries paid to civilian employees in the vocational 
training last year reached about $1,400,000, Mr. Anthony 
said, adding that the amount which could be expended for 
this item under this bill would be limited to $50,000. 
The bill would direct the War Department to sell 10,000 
of its 40,000 reserve motor trucks and 20,000 of its 38,- 
000 surplus horses and mules, which, Mr. Anthony said, 
were found to be costing the Government $9,000,000 a 
year for feed and care. 

The Air Service under the bill would get $19,200,000, 
of which $4,000,000 is for new production. Several air- 
planes of a newly developed type carrying T5-mm. guns 
would be authorized. Approximately $1,500,000 is pro- 
vided for the Chemical Warfare Service. An‘“‘amphi)- 
ious” tank capable of going under water has been de- 
veloped, Mr. Anthony said, and the appropriation for 
the Tank Corps contemplates a number of them. 
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Army Reduciion Resolution Passes Congress. 

All possibility of a legislative complication over the 
two joint resolutions of the Senate and House to reduce 
the enlisted strength of the Army to 175,000 men was 
Jan. 22 when the Senate on the

tained herein shall be held to, prohibit the re-enlistment 
of those enlisted men who have had one or more enlist- 
ments and who desire to re-enlist in the Regular Army.” 
The only suggestion of objection to the figure fixed in 
the resolution came in a point raised by Senator Walsh 
as to whether “since the joint resolution was acted on 
by the Senate, the House Committee on Appropriations 
has had the matter under consideration,” a question as 
to which Senator Wadsworth said he had no personal 
knowledge. Senator Walsh then asked if Senator Wads- 
worth was advised as to the report that “the House Com- 
mittee on Appopriations was disposed to make an ap- 
propeiation or an Army of only 150,000,” and again 
Senator Wadsworth answered in the negative. The reso- 
lution goes to the President for action.

Civil War Claims Denied. 

Senator New, from the Committee on Claims, to whom 
was referred S. 3308, for the payment of certain claims 
of general officers of volunteers for three months’ pay 
pro for Civil War service, as reported by the Court 
of Claims on Jan. 20, reported to the Senate that the 
committee reported adversely thereon and recommended 
that it be indefinite tponed. The bill provides for 
the payment’ of $17, to forty-six claimants, heirs of 
major generals and brigadier generals. The committee 
found the claims were not legal or equitable. 


Subsistence for Naval Reservists. 


Representative Britten, of Illinois, has introduced a 
bill in — to — subsistence for members of 
the Naval Reserve Force, including officers, who per- 
form duty on vessels assigned for the training of Naval 
Reserves. At the present time members of the Naval 
Reserve who make week-end voyages for training re- 
ceive no pay for this duty and are required to pay for 
subsistence aboard ship. ‘The bill is designed to over- 
come this additional expense to the officers and men 
making these short trips for training in paying for their 
subsistence. It is believed that the annual outlay for 
this purpose would be well under $10,000. 


Medal of Merit for Merchant Marine. 

The House on Jan. 20 received from the Sceretary of 
the: Treasury a communication transmitting a Ictter 
from the Secretary of Commerce submitting an estimate 
for an appropriation of $13,000 to carry out the pro- 
visions of the act providing for the award of a medal of

Promotion of Officers at Ret:rement. 

The bill (S. 4840) introduced by Senator Beckiam 
to amend Section 1274, Revised ‘Statutes, relating to the 
retirement of officers of the Army, and to promotion be- 
fore retirement of officers whose promotions were with- 
held solely on account of physical disability, is designed 
to overcome a situation ich arose through the promo- 
tions as of July 1, 1920, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the act of June 4, 1920. A considerable num- 
ber of officers were retired in the grade they held when 
it was not known that the promotions would include 
them had they remained on the active list. It is now 
necessary to put such an officer on active duty in his 
grade for a day, promote him to the grade to which he is 
entitled and then relieve him from active duty. 5S. 4840 
would amend Section 1274, Revised Statutes, to read: 
“Sec. 1274. Officers retired from active service shall re- 
ceive seventy-five per centum of the pay of the rank 
upon which they were retired; provided, that if promo- 
tion was due to any office prior to retirement and that 
promotion was withheld solely on account of physical 
disability received through no fault of his own, such 
officer shall be placed on the retired list in the grade to 
which he would have been promoted but for such physi- 
cal disability.” 

Corps of Chaplains Reorganization Bill. 





Secretary of the Navy Daniels has drafted and sub- 
mitted to the consideration of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs a bill which provides for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Corps of Chaplains, which it is likely will be 
favorably reported by the committee. At prese nt the 
number of chaplains in the Navy with the rank of cap- 
tain, Mr. Daniels states, is out of all proportion to the 
number in the corps. Acting chaplains must serve, 
der the present law, three years on board ship 
being commissioned chaplain. There is an age lim 
appointment as chaplain, but none is set for acting chap- 
lains. A member of the Chaplain Corps must serve 
seven years before coming cligible for promotion to lieu 
tenant, whereas officers of other staff corps reach that 
rank much earlier, Mr. Daniels pointed out. The legis- 
lation proposed is designed to remedy the situation. In 
the World War chaplains of the Navy were required to 
do shore duty in the A.E.F., but such service did not 
count to make up the three years’ duty required on 
board ship. Consequently those officers of junior rank 


whose duty happened to be on the ships might complete 
their three years’ service first and outrank the others. 
Secretary Daniels stated that it was his opinion this 
proposed legislation, if enacted into law, will place the 
Corps of Chaplains in a more satisfactory position both 
with respect to the Navy Department and to the indi- 
viduals concerned, and it will give the chaplains the 
same opportunity for promotion as is provided for offi- 
cers in the other staff corps in the Navy. A similar bill 
was proposed in 1919, but it failed of passage. 
To Provide for Overseas Destitute Soldiers. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs held an 
executive session on Jan. 21 at which various private 
bills were considered and Senate bill 4889, which is for 
the purpose of authorizing the Secretary of War to fur- 
nish free transportation and subsistence from Europe 
to the United States for certain destitute discharged sol- 
diers and their wives and children. Secretary Baker ex- 
plained to the committee that in the A.E.F, many sol- 
diers requested that they be discharged in Europe. Such 
request wag granted in cases where good and sufficient 
reasons wete submitted, on condition that they weived 
any Claim for sea travel allowance from Europe to the 
United States, but they were paid travel allowances from 
the station of discharge to the port of embarkation and 
from Hoboken, N.J., to the place of entry into the Ser- 
vice. He stated that many of the men so discharged 
have become destitute in Europe and are applying to 
welfare organizations for relief. In view of the reflec- 
tion cast upon the Army, as well as upon the United 
States Government, by their presence in Europe in a 
destitute condition, over which they have no control, al- 
though no legal obligation devolves upon the Govern- 
ment to return them, Mr. Baker did not think this 
country should be exacting in the matter. He said: “We 
are ing to waive their waiver of sea travel allowance 
and furnish them transportation, but even by this waiver 
the War Department is without authority to furnish 
any transportation except for sea voyage, and as many 
of these soldiers are not in ports of embarkation it is 
necessary to provide means to get them to such ports.” 
In addition to providing for the return of soldiers under 
these conditions the bill also includes the wife or chil- 
dren of married men. The committee made no changes 
in the wording of the bill, except to add a provision that 
the authority conferred should cease six months after 
its approval. 

The Air Mail Appropriation. 

If the Senate should follow the lead of the House of 
Representatives and not allow any appropriation for the 
continuation of the air mail, American aviation woulg 
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reeeive «setback that. would. need. years..to .over- 
come, says :Aviaiion and Aiveraft Journal. No greater 
achievemene in aviation than the successful carrying of 


the U.S. mails has been recorded in <ny country, it adds, 
and the air mail as a ‘pestal convernicuce has proved its 
usefulness. “Jf Senatofs and Representatives in their 
consideration of this xeronautic¢al service will leave par- 
tisanship and political strategy out of their deliberations 
and credit the importance of the air mail asa national 
defense training school and as a sccondary means of 
developing commercial aeronautics, they cannot but con- 
clude that its deserves to continue and expand.” The 
Senate Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads is of 
the same mind, it appears, for-on Jan. 25 it recom- 
mended continuance of the transcontinental airplane mail 
service, in a report on the Post Office Appropriation bill. 
The committee inserted an appropriation for $1,500,000 
for this service: On Jan. 24 President Wilson sent.a 
message to Congress recommending continuance of this 
service.

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NAVAL PERSONNEL HEARINGS. 

Surgeon General Appears on Behalf of Pharmacists. 

Rear Admiral Edward R. Stitt, Surgeon Genera! of 
the Navy, was before the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on Jan. 22 on behalf of H.R. 15609, which pro- 
vides for the extension of the benefits of the Naval Ap- 
propriation act of June 4, 1920, to chicf pharmacists 
and pharmacists in the U.S. Navy. It was explained 
that this bill creates the grade of surgeon’s assistant 
and is.designed to place in this grade sixty-eight chief 
pharmacists and pharmacists who are now holding tem- 
porary rank in the Mcdieal Corps of the Navy, and whe 
otherwise will be barred from receiving a permanent 
commission in the Medical Corps. In view of their val- 
uable and efficient services Admiral Stitt particularly 
desires that they may thus be retained in the Service, 
waiving certain professional qualifications ordinarily re- 
quired for commissions in the Medical Corps. The sub- 
ject of providing hospital: facilities was also discussed, 
particularly im regard to the naval hospital at San Diego, 
Calif, The committce seemed to be unanimously in favor 
of amply provi for the care of physically disabled 
Service men and favored the authorisation for comple- 
tion of the hespital at San Diego to accemmedate 00 
beds and more if needed. 

Navel Reserve Force Discussed. 

Capt. James P. Parker, U.S.N.R.F., of the Ist Naval 
District, appeared before the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs in support of Sec. 2, H.R. 13789, which pre- 
vides that “members of the Naval Reserve Force, other 
than officers, enrolled in the lowest rank or rating of 
each branch of the Service, shall be confirmed in such 


_lewest rank or rating and draw the retainer pay pro- 


vided therefor without being compelled te perform the 
minimum amount of active service uired for confir- 
mation ef other members of the Na Reserve Force ; 
previded, that retaiiier pay shall only be paid to such 
memebers for periods of time during which they have 
performed the duty prescribed by law for maintaining 
the efficiency of the Naval Reserve Force.” Captain 
Parker explained that the effect of this provision would 
be to abolish the probation peried in the lowest grade 
only, and it would make ne change in the higher grades, 
which he believes would be to the interest of the Ser- 
vice. He was very much opp.3ed to any attempt to re- 
duce the retainer pay of members of the Naval Reserve 
from two months to one month active service pay, which 
has been suggested, and called attention to the faci that 
since the members of the Army Reserve in such case 
would receive more than double the amount that a Naval 
Reservist would receive, the greater inducement in the 
Army Reserve would prove disastrous to the Naval Re- 
serve Force. 

Capt. Alfred V. Fry, U.S.N.R.F., also made an urgent 
appeal to the committee not to abolish the organizations 
now maintained in naval division districts separate and 
distinet from the organization of the principal navy yard 
within the district. Captain Fry pointed out that in 
some cases the navy yard was so far from the places of 
business where the Reservists were engaged that they 
could not possibly give attention te their duties in the 
Reserve, and as a consequence it would weaken the effi- 
ciency of the Service. He said: “When dealing with 
Reservists you are dealing with volunteers whose first 
duty and necessity is to make a living. Now it is going 
to be necessary, if the Reserve is to be kept alive, to 
have the administration of the Reservists so loeated 
that the citizen sailors can have opportunity to attend 
to their regular business affairs.” This, he said, could 
not be done in localities like San Francisco, where the 
nearest navy yard, at Mare Island, is about twenty 
miles from the business section of the city. 


KEARSARGE TO BE CRANE SHIP. 


Upon completion of the alterations upon the eld battle- 
ship Kearsarge which will convert her into crane ship 
No. 1, the U.S. Navy will have the largest capacity float- 
ing crane in the United States. The crane will be capa- 
ble of handling weights up te 250 tons. Under test load 
it will be required to lift 312 tens. The duty of the 
vessel in its new service will be to proceed under its 
own power from one building yard te another, and to 
handle at the various yards, guns, turrets, armor plates, 
boilers, and ether heavy material to and from piers, cars, 
lighters and ships. Its primary purpose is to lift tur- 
rets, partially assembled from their building cribs into 
battleships. Sections of a modern triple 16-inch gun 
turret, which must be assembled and riveted complete 
before putting aboard a battleship, will weigh 200 tons 
or more. As this weight is —— the crane capacity 
of some of the navy yards and private yards building 
battleships, it is essential for the Navy Department to 
have a large crane that can be moved from yard to yard 
to supply this dehehonse 

All work in connection with refitting the vessel for 
the reception of the crane, the foundations, is 
being done at the navy R i P phia. Alterations

will include the remov 
armor abaft frame eigh easement armor, tur- 
rets and barbette armor, certain interior armor, all struc- 
tase. chore Go mai. dock snd Ce pioviien af belqw 
on the sides to inerease the beam foundations for the 
erane and for new generator sets, and new deck houses. 
The necessary rearrangement te accommo- 
date the complement of officers -and crew.will be made, 
together with all re; ete., to fit the vessel 
up complete in every respect for sea service. 

The crane i is being built under contract by Well- 
man-Seaver-Morgan Company, Ol Ohio, and will 
be sipped to the navy yard, Philadelphia, in parts, 
where it will be assembled. It will be of the revolving, 
hinged, jib. type, electrically operated, capable of rotat- 
ing 360 degrees, and will be capable of hoisting a load 
from forty feet below the base of the crane to 103 feet 
above and by luffing the jib, without rotating the crane, 
the load can be moved through a horizontal athwartship 
range extending from seventy-two feet to 101 feet from 
the center of rotation. It will also be provided with 
an auxiliary ee fe hoist of forty tons capacity, hay- 
ing an outreach of 114 feet and a vertical lift of forty 
feet below the base of the ¢rane to 135 feet above. With 
the above characteristics the crane will be capable of 
reaching any part of any United States naval vesse] now 
building or contemplated. The main boist consists of 
two hooks, each 125 tons, which are fitted to take an 
equalizer when lifting 250 tons. The plant for supply- 
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ing the power for the erane will be lecated in the hold 
of the vesvel, from which leads will be taken to the col- 
Icetot rings at the center pivot. All motors are of the 
same type and capacity so as to make them interchange- 
able. ‘The vessel as refitted will also be capable of 


transporting at one time two triple 16-inch gun turrets 
with their guns from one yard to another; foundations 
he'ng provided forward and aft, under the main deck 


for this purpose. 

The Kearsarge was built by the Newport News Ship- 
building and Drydock Company, being launched March 
24, 1898, and commissioned Feb. 20, 1900. Her length 
between perpendiculars is 368 feet and her draft after 
conversion will be’ about twenty feet and her breadth 
over the bulges ninety-two feet. '

NAVY’S RESPONSIBILITY TO RESERVES. 
Meeting of Naval Reserve Officers’ Association. 

The annual meeting of the Naval Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation was held at the New Willard Hote! in Wash- 
ington on Jan. 24, closing with a dinner in the evening 
at which Secretary Daniels was the principal speaker. 
At the meeting Capt. J. P.' Parker, of Boston,’ was 
chosen chairman and Lieut. Comdr. L. D. Knowlton 
secretary. The session was devoted to consideration of 
questions concerning the U.S.N.R.F., particularly the 
enlisted personnel and the matter of retainer pay. The 
association heartily endorsed the plan for reorganization 
as outlined in our issue of Jan. 22, page 597. Captain 
Parker acted as t gt the dinner and besides the 





C. W. Parks, Chief of the Bureau of Yards 
Capt. Henry J. Ziegemeier, Chief of the Reserve Force 
D.vision, Navy Department; Capt. Philip Williams, As- 
sistant Chief of Bureau of Navigation ; and Representa- 
tive Britten of Dlinois, the latter emphasizing the vital 
necessity of a strong Navy and an adequate Reserve 
Foree and pledging to do everything in his power t» ob- 
tain them. Secretary Daniels said in part: :

They 
sured up to the best traditions of the Navy, learned 
idly, and won the commendations of the officers ty 


whom naval service is a life profession. ‘The history o7 
the world furnishes few nobler heroes than Lieut. Comdr. 
Tames J. Madison, io whom a Medal of Honor was 
awarded. When the U.S.S. Ticonderoga, which he com- 
manded, was attacked by submarines, he direcied the 
fight even after he had been severely wounded, remain- 
ing on the bridge until he became unconscious from the 
loss of bleod. Sinking enemy submarines constituted 
the signal naval honor of the war, and Ensign Maclean 
Jacoby of the Reserves not only won that distinction, 
but wen it while in command of a small subchaser, that 
wooden craft which far exceeded the expectation of the 
constructors. Those two are high lights of a force 
which embraced many whose names will shine when the 
full history of the Navy's part in the World War is 
written. 

“The developments of that war left no doubt about 
the necessity for a strong Naval Reserve in this country. 
Our traditional policy has been to rely to a great degree 
upon the volunteer system and to keep our Regular 
forces, both Army and Navy, at a minimum in time of 
peace. The lessons of a world war have taught us that 
we cannot hepe to depend mainly on untrained volun- 
teers to augment our small ‘standing Navy’ in time of 
emergency. The conclusion is obvious that the Naval 
Reserve Force is here and here to stay. The Navy's ad- 
ditional inerements from civil life in time ef war must, 
however, be trained in the broader aspects of naval ser- 
vice. The function of the Naval Reserve and particu- 
larly of its officers is to see that this training is thor- 
eugh and complete. 

“It is foolish and dangerous to believe that in time of 
war the Navy can depend upon the merchant marine for 
trained seagoing personnel. Experiences of the war not 
only disprove this theory. but demonstrated that in time 
of war the Navy must be expected actually to hes 
trained personne! and provide the men for the augmented 
merchant marine necessary to the of the war. 
Therefore a droader view of the msibility of the 
Naval Reserve shows that it must build up a widespread 
love of and familiarity with the sea. Its members must 
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not only be seagoing in theory and in book knowledge,- 


but they must also know the sea and be at home in ships. 
The shepdictst ‘mths pene ee ar anaes 
a pert of the Naval Reserve, and a valuable part, but 
it eannot be expected to be the Naval Reserve. 
“Demobilization left us many problems: 

tion of the Reserve Force is under way. To be’a com- 
plete success the Navy Department must have the coun- 
sel and co-operation of ablest men im the Reserve. 
The Navy owes a responsibility to-the Reserves. It is 
proper also to consider at this time the attitude of the 
officers and the men of the Naval Reserve toward the 
Navy. The old Nava) Militia won its success because 
its members were interested in the work and in the ar- 
canization. The Naval Reserve must rely upon the same 
spirit. In my estimation the knife showld be used un- 
sparingly to weed from the Reserve every officer and en- 
listed man who does not care to perform the uired 
active and drill duty and to keep himself yeuhouaaly: in- 
formed on the duties of his station, no matter how in- 
significant. his part may be. mgress has been liberal 
toward the Naval Reserve. It may be hoped, if not ex- 
pected, that Congress will continue to do the fair thing 
by the Reserve, and in return the Reserve must do the 
fair thing by the country and Congress. I would rather 
see a strong, efficient, well-trained Reserve of 100,000 
officers and men thar a cumbersome, disinterested and 
ineflicient organization of 250,000. It is not numbers 
that the Navy needs s9 much when war comes as brains. 
A selective service law will get all the raw human ma- 
terial necessary when it is needed, but it can’t place in 
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the heads of the men the knowledge necessary. to the 
performance: of ‘almost ‘every duty,’ high and low, «on 
board a ship of war. Only interest, study and active 
training on the part of the men themselves can bring 
this knowledge, ‘and’Congress and the nation has the 
right to expect that if war comes the Naval ‘Reserve 
Force, on which the country pins much of its faith -i 
time of peace, will not be found wanting. . 

“I think now of the administration of the -Force. 
Heretofore that administration -has been directed from 
Washington by Regular Navy officers with Regular Navy 
assistants. I am considering the best plan of associat- 
ing with these zealous and deeply interested Regular 
officers some officers of the Reserve who would bring to 
the work not only long experience in Naval Reserve and 
Naval Militia matters, but -perhaps .a-bit closer under- 


standing of the citizen-sailor mind and the civilian point — 


of view. Congress has seen fit to place at the head of 
the Militia Bureau of the War Department a National 
Guard officer, and it occurs to me that some similar sys- 
tem might prove of value to the Navy Department.”

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NOTES OF NAVY PERSONNEL. 

Rear Admiral William Sims, president of the 
Naval War College, spoke at a meeting of the Newport 
Chamber of Commerce forum on Jan. 21 in favor of 
establishing a great naval base in Narragansett Bay 
including repair plants capable of caring for the whole 
flect, adding that the bay was the only place on the 
coast he knew where an entire fleet could be sheltered 


in safety. 

Admiral Sims also spoke at' a mass meeting of the 
Loyal Coalition at Boston on Jan. 25. It was past 
his understanding, he said, how any American of Irish 
descent could support the Sinn Fein, a party that was 
our implacable enemy during the World War. He as- 
serted that Sinn Fein activities necessitated. the diver- 
sion of vessels from the convoy of troops and of mer- 
chant ships, and that a great number of people in Amer- 
iea had sons at the bottom of the sea to-day because 
some vessels were diverted and could not be given ade- 
quate protection. He urged a strong co-operation and 
friendship between Great Britain and the United States 
as a sure promotion of world peace. : 

Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., is the subject 
of dn extensive and interesting article in the Scientific 
American in which his many contributions to naval 
science, more particularly, are recounted and his in- 
ventions of value to fighting ships and other adjuncts of 
an efficient Navy are interestingly set forth. The article 
declares that the Admiral “has so many naval ideas to 
his ‘credit and has seen so much of his thought and 
orginality incorporated in the Navy, with which he, lit- 
erally, grow up, that it is difficult to select the most 
important for mention, but the two which are perhaps 
the grea. <t monuments to his ability are his system ot 
adopting telescope sights to Navy guns, and the inven- 
tion of the torpedoplane.” . 

Vice ‘Admiral Albert P. Niblack, U.S.N., commanding 
the U.S. naval forees in the Mediterranean, was the 
guest of honor at‘ luncheon given by the Pilgrims in 
London on Jan. 20, prior to his departure on the U.S.S. 
Pittsburgh for the Mediterranean. In a brief address 
the Admiral is quoted as saying: “It is inevitable that 
Great Britain and America should be rivals in foreign 
markets. The future of Anglo-American relations must 
depend upon the spirit in which both sides face this com- 
petition and the sporting proposition. Versonally, I 
think that in the maritime development of America there 
is no better guarantee of the freedom of the seas, of the 
rights of small nations and of the balance of power in 
the world-than maintenanee of Anglo-Saxon ideals.” He 
emphasized that the present mission of the U.S. Navy 
in European waters is purely humanitarian. Incident- 
ally, he scoffed at the idea that the United States would 
not be able to maintain a large navy because of lack of 
man-power. 

Capt. Charles E. Courtney, U.S.N., reported Jan. 22 
to the Destroyer Force commander for duty as squad- 
ron commander and has been assigned command of 
Squadrons S and 9 with U.S.S. Cole as flagship.

Navy Balloon Flight Court of Inquiry Ends. 

The court of inquiry ordered by the Secretary of the 
Navy to inquire into the flight of the Navy free balloon 
A-5598, in which Lieuts. Stephen A. Farrell and Walter 
Hintoa, U.S.N., and Lieut. Toul A. Kloor, jr., U.S.N. 
R.F., sailed from Rockaway Beach naval air station, 
N.Y., to Moose Factory, Canada, ended its session at the 
station on Jan. 21. The findings were forwarded to the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy. Lieutenant Hin- 
ton was recalled to the witness stand and cross-exam: 
ined by David Senft, civilian counsel for Lieutenant Far- 
rell. In answer to questions he testified that when he 
said Lieutenant Farrell had “flown into a rage” after 
his arrival at Mattice, and that an altercation took. place 
between the latter and the witness, he meant to say that 
Lieutenant Farrell was in “an excited condition.” He 
added that he believed Lieutenant Farrell's condition at 
the time was due to the strain of the trip from Moose 
Factory to Mattice. During the sessions of the court 
no direct testimony was given at any time concernin 
the letters sent by Lieutenant Hinton to his wife, whic 
appeared in New York newspapers, nor was any direct 
statement made that. Lieutenant Farrell had struck 
Lieutenant Hinton while at Mattice. Lieutenant Kloor 
returned to the stand on the last day's session for the 
purpose of submitting a log of the balloon’s trip, which 
he constructed from notes he had made, the original log 
having been destroyed. 

Admiral Gleaves Arrives at Vladivostok. 

Admiral Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., commander-in-chief 
of the Asiatic Fleet, arrived aboard the flagship, U.S.S. 
Huron, at Vladivostok Jan. 24. While making the pas- 
sage the Huron resened from an open boat which had 
been blown out to sea five days before, five Korean fisher- 
men in starving and exhausted condition. They were 
turned over to Japanese Consul General at Vladivostok 
whe expressed his thanks.

All 
staff officers also were warned by General Oi to-see that 
sentries were instructed to use greater precautions to 
prevent a repetition of such an occurrence as the Lang- 
don affair. Lights are being placed on_ opposite sides 
of the street from every sentry box in order to prevent 
any mistakes of this kind in the future, Admiral Gleaves 
said. The body of Lieutenant Langdon was placed 
aboard the U.S.S. New Orleans Jan. 24 en route to 
Shanghai and thence to the United States.

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THE U.S. BATTLE FLEET. 
Atlantic and Pacific Fleets Combined. 


The U.S. Atlantic and Pacific Fleets combined, which 
for the time being are known as the U.S. Battle Fleet 
with Admiral Henry B. Wilson, commander-in-chief, left 
Balboa, C.Z., Jan. 22, bound South, for joint maneuvers. 
The Atlantic Fleet is due at the port of Callao, Peru, 
on Jan. 31, while the Pacific Fleet is due at Valparaiso, 
Chile, also on the same date. Elaborate entertainments 
at both ports have been planned for the officers and men. 
At Callao, two large sheds for entertainment, each with 
space for more than 3,000 persons, are being erected in 
the Malecon Figueredo, for a Venetian Fiesta to be 
held. There will be special illumimation of the entire 
city, as well-as the quay and the entire bay from Maiecon 
Figueredo to El Punta. The Union. Regatta Club has 
reeeived from Admiral Wilson a radio, accepting the 
invitation to enter crews from the fleet in a regatta 
to be held in connection with the visit. At Valparaiso 
in addition to the usual official calls Admiral Rodman 
and staff will visit Santiago, where they will call on 
President Alessandri and attend a luncheon by the 
North American Society of Chile. A reception at the 
United States Embassy will follow, and in the evening 
a banquet will be given by the President in honor of 
the visitors. President Alessandri will go to Valparaiso 
on Feb. 3 to visit Admiral Rodman on .board the flagship 
New Mexico and the next day receptions will be given 
on board various battleships. Chilean naval authorities 
have arranged a varied program for the entertainment of 
officers and enlisted men. 


Quick Time Through Panama Canal. 

It is interesting to note that the U.S. Atlantic Fleet 
recently passing through the Panama Canal from the At- 
lantie to the Pacific, consisted of seven battleships, ag- 
gregating 189,087 tons; twenty destroyers, aggregating 
23,000 tons; and twelve vessels of the train, a total of 
thirty-nine ships, aggregating 62,000 tons, passing through 
the canal between 6:30 a.m. on Jan. 17 and 6:30 a.m, on 
Jan, 20. This was an average of 1.8 hours per ship in 
the locks, and is remarkably good time as it includes the 
time spent by various units in reprovisioning and refuel- 
ing while within the limits of the canal. The time of 
transit of a ship from one ocean to the other is about 
ten hours. 

Admiral Wilson Gives Timely Advice. 

Under date of Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, Jan. 15, 1921, 
Admiral Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., commander-in-chief 
of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, in a communication to his 
command announces the fact that his fleet will be in 
company with the Pacific Fleet from Jan. 21 to Feb. 23, 
during which period it will form the U.S. Battle Fleet; 
and gives some timely advice as to competition and be- 
havior. He says, in part: “Let it be a matter of pride 
with us that no vessel ef the Atlantic Fleet be outdone 
by any other in smartness in signals; that no boats of 
any ship be cleaner or neater in appearance; 
running boats be more careful to observe good sea man- 
ners; that every officer and man be smart and snappy in 
saluting and in uniform.” He urges all “to set an ex- 
ample in good conduct when ashore, to cheek any ten- 
dency to rowdyism on the part of the few who cannot 
make a liberty without making a sorry spectacle of .them- 
selves.’ In addition, Admirel Wilsen urges upon all that 
athletic competition must be free from any taint or sus- 
picion of sharp practice, and free from any unfriendli- 
ness. “Our rivalry with our Pacific friends,” he says, 
“must be as keen as a blade, and our determination to 
win in fair play must never lag. But, winning or los- 
ing, the main thing is to show ourselves good and square 
sportsmen—modest winners if the breaks are with us 
and good losers if the breaks are against us.”

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
Decline in Navy Recruiting. 

That the order discontinuing first enlistments in the 
Navy has had a serious effect upon the enlisted person- 
nel whose contracts are expiring, is shown in a report 
of the Recruiting Service for the week ending Jan. 20. 
This shows that for all stations and the fleets there 
were seven first enlistments, seventy re-enlistments and 
three extensions, a total of eighty. 

Seaplane NC-6 Taaying to Balboa, C.Z. 

The Navy seaplane NC-6, attached to the Pacific Fleet, 
which sailed with thirteen other machines from North 
Island, San Diego, Calif., on Dec. 30 on a flight to 
Balboa, C.Z., and which was damaged during a hurri- 
cane on Jan. 15, being obliged to take refuge in a cove 
at Gigante, fifteen miles north of San Juan del Sur, 
Nicaragua, was reported in a press dispatch from that 
city as having entered the port on that day, repairs hay- 
ing been made. She was conyoyed . An U.S. tug Gan- 
nett, commanded by Lieut. F. T, Mayes, U.S.N., and 
proceeded to Balboa on the same day, taxying by way of 
Nicoya, which was to be her next port of call. The 
other twelve planes, of the F-5-L type, arrived safely at 
Balboa on Jan. 15, as told in our issue of Jan. 22. ‘The 








NC-5 was wrecked in the Gulf of Nicoya on Jan, 16 
and sunk, as was also mentioned.

Three Navy Crosses awarded to former enlisted men 
of the Coast Guard are lacking delivery because of 
changes of address. The decorations are being held at 
Coast Guard headquarters for Coxswain James C. Os- 
born, formerly attached to the Seneca, cited for extraor- 


dinary heroism in an attempt to save the steamship 
Wellington after that vessel had been torpedoed on 


Sept. 16, 1918; Coxswain Jorge J. Pedersen, formerly 
attached to the Seneca, cited for the same act; Seaman 
Clifford F. Bennett, forme:ly attached to the New York 
division, cited for extraordinary heroism at the explosion 
in the T. A. Gillespie shell loading plant, Oct. 4-5, 1918.

DISABLED SOLDIER.—Write to The Adjutant General re- 
garding your Philippine service which entitled you to a badge. 

H. 8. B. asks: (1) If I get discharged here in New York 
to accept commission as a warrant officer would I get trans- 
portation money to the place where I have enlisted (which is 
Chicago, Ili.)? (2) If I am a resident of New York (now) 
and have been in the Army ten years before the war, en- 
listed and re-enlisted in different places (except New York), 
would I be entitled to the New York state bonus! Answer: 
(1) No. (2) Since you did not enlist in New York state you 
are not entitled. Full regulations are not ready. Will be 
issued soon, it is believed. 

J. W. R. asks: Are those enlisted men who were commis- 
sioned from active duty between April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 
1918; honorably discharged from such commission; re-enlisted 
and retired prior to June 4, 1920, entitled to retired warrant 
officer pay? Answer: Yes. 

A. J. F.—A.R, 134, relating to retirement of Army enlisted 
men, does not provide for counting service in the Revenue 
Cutter Service in 1898. 


A. R. D. asks: Retired March 5, 1917; commissioned Nov. 
5, 1917; discharged from commission April 15, 1919; detailed 
to active duty with the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. Am 
I entitled to the pay and allowances of a warrant officer while 
on this duty? Answer: The law does not authorize active pay 
of a warrant officer to retired enlisted men on active duty. 
It does authorize the ‘‘retired pay and allowances of warrant 
officers’’ to retired enlisted men who had commissions in the 
war and were retired as enlisted men prior to June 4, 1920. 

H. 8.—Army enlisted service does not count in determin: 
ing Navy enlisted pay. 

S. W. J. asks: The West Point and provisional classes 
commissioned in 1917 were arranged among themselves on 
the lineal list in accordance with their educational standing 
on graduation from the Military Academy or the results of 
the examinations taken for commission in the Regular Army. 
Would not the passage of S. 4781 bill mean that this list 
would have to be entirely rearranged according to ‘age, under 
which circumstances the standing in the examinations would 
not be taken into account at all? You claim that ‘‘in re. 
spective grades’’ is the only change to be the result of the 
bill 8. 4781, introduced by Senator McKellar and printed in 
the issue of Jan. 15? Answer: You have overlooked the Re- 
organization act of June 4. The single list for promotion 
has been completed, and under the law of June 4 lieuten- 
ants and captains will find themselves in one list, arranged 
according to war service and age. Against this, Mr. McKellar 
proposes three lists, one each respectively of captains, first 
lieutenants and second lieutenants, arranged according to war 
service and age. As we stated in our explanation of the Mc- 
Kellar bill, the only matter in these two clauses of Sec. 24a 
that is not already in the act of June 4 is contained in the 
words ‘‘in their respective grades,’’ the results sought being 
as ~ ee stated. The lineal list in existence when our querist 
was commissioned from West Point gives way to the single 
list created under the act of June 4, 1920. 

G. R. O.—An interesting book on uniforms and medals of 
the various nations is one written by Col. Dion Williams, 
U.S.M.C., and published by the F. A. Stokes Company. Title:

We let you do 
the rest of the figuring. Note that officer X is a major since 
July 1, 1920, three years six months twenty-seven days since 
your retirement. When your active duty on the retired list 
amounts to that amount you may be @ major on the retired 
list. That is, if the Dyer bill passes. 

O. H. R. asks: On page 577, Jan. 15, you published the 
names of all technical sergeants, Q.M.C., appointed under 
Cir. 350, War Dept., 1920. As I do not notice my name 
I would like to know if I am still in the Army. I passed 
examination for Q.M. sergeant in 1915 and was appointed in 
1916. During the war I was commissioned captain, Q.M.C 
discharged Oct. 17, 1919; re-enlisted and reinstated as Q.M. 
sergeant, and later warrant kept in force as technical sergeant. 
Am I still a member of the Q.M. Corps? Answer: The list 
Published contained the names of those newly appointed to 
permanent grades under provision of Cir. 350, and did not con- 
tain the names of any non-coms. previously appointed in those 
grades.

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NOTES FROM TUTUILA. 


Pago Pago, Tutuila, American Samoa, Dec. 20, 1920. 

O le Fa'atonu, the monthly Government publication, notes 
the inauguration on Nov. 11 of Capt. Waldo Evans, U.S.N., as 
Governor of American Samoa, succeeding the late Comdr. 
Warren J. Terhune, U.S.N. Commander Evans arrived on the 
U.S.S. Kansas with Rear Admiral Charles F. Hughes, U.S.N., 
who was sent by the Secretary of the Navy to investigate 
conditions in American Samoa. Those present included the 
other Navy officers in port, together with the Navy officers 
and enlisted personnel of the station, the civilian officials, 
native district governors, high chiefs and magistrates of the 
island government, together with a large number of specta- 
tors. Lieut. A. MacDonald, U.S.N., aid to the Governor, 
introduced him, after which Governor Evans read his com- 
mission from the President of the United States and Judge 
A. M. Noble administered the oath of office. The Governor 
then made an address, in which he said, referring to the 
troubled conditions which had existed due to the officiousness 
of certain other American officials and civilians: ‘‘As presi- 
dent of the court of inquiry now in session, I can assure you 
that this court will leave nothing undone to make a thorough 
investigation of all matters, and that we will perform our 
duties conscientiously, with the object of neither favoring 
nor shielding anyone. If anyone in Samoa is to be blamed 
for the present condition the court wishes to find out who 
these persons are, and will recommend that drastic action be 
taken against them. In the meantime I wish to assure you 
that there is no cause for any uneasiness, as I am confident 
that in the end, all matters will be properly adjusted, and 1 
hope that in the very near future the Samoan people will 
have returned to their previous condition of happiness for 
which they are noted the world over.’’ 

One of the officials who was the cause of much of the 
trouble, and whose machinations, it is believed, led to the 
suicide of Commander Terhune, his mind having become un- 
settled because of the plottings and bickerings of those op- 
posed to him, has left Tutuila under orders, O le Fa’atonu 
states, while another individual, a civilian, is to be deported 
soon. In commenting on the arrival of Captain Evans it says: 
‘*He comes to us from the command of one of the largest 
battleships of the United States Navy. We are to be con- 
gratulated on having a man of his wide experience and 
sterling character ability as our Governor and command- 





ing officer. Governor Evans has the interest and welfare of 
the Samoan people at heart.’’ 

The court of inquiry appointed by Admiral Hughes, com- 
manding Battleship Division 4, while at sea on the U.S.8. 
Kansas on Nov. 1, bound from Panama to Samoa, and which 
consisted of Lieut. J. E. Brennen, U.S.N., Ensign F. O. Rep- 
plier and Acting Pay Clerk T. A. McDairmant, U.S.N., made 
its report on Nov. 23. The entire administration of the island 
government, as it was conducted under Commander Terhune, 
was thoroughly investigated, particular attention being given 
to financial matters, but not a single irregularity was found.
